Roland Diepold (Kaw) of Germany 
took the overall victory in round 
five of the World Championship

Team Viceroy Yamaha's John 
Kocinski will fly to Europe. imme- 
diately following the June 25 
AMA/Castrol 250cc Grand Prix 
at Elkhart Lake, Wisconsin, to 
compete in his first-ever 500cc 
Grand Prix. The two-time AMA 
250cc National Champion, and 
two-time 250cc GP winner will 
ride a Yamaha YZR500 in the 
Belgian and French rounds of the 
World Championship. 


Drew Pate, who for many years 
operated a Yamaha and Harley- 
Davidson dealership in Chatta- 
nooga, Tennessee, died in an auto- 
mobile accident last week. Pate, who 
had sold the dealership, sponsored 
many racers over the years, the most 
notable being Hank Scott. Riding 
Pate’s road race and dirt track bikes, 
Scott was the top Junior in the 
country in 1973 and went on to 
garner Rookie of the Year honors in 
the Grand National Championship 
Series the following year, also on 
Pate’s equipment. Godspeed, Drew. 


Local favorite Jeff Heino beat 
Randy Renfrow and Donnie 
Greene in the Keith Code Califor- 
nia Superbike School Challenge, 
an exhibition race held on Satur- 
day, June 17, at Loudon. All 10 
riders rode the school’s identical 
Kawasaki ZX600 Ninjas in the 
race. 


The 1989 American Trials des 
Nations team has been selected, 
based on riders’ performances in U.S. 
National events conducted by the 
AMA and North American Trials 
Council (NATC). Leading the team 
will be defending U.S. Champion 
Ryan Young, 22, of Williamsport, 
Pennsylvania. Joining Young will 
be Kip Webb, 31, of Watsonville, 
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California; Ron Commo, Jr., 24, of 
North Ferrisburg, Vermont; and 
Mark Minniko, 19, of Littleton, 
Colorado. Todd Roper of Phoenix, 
Arizona, is the team’s alternate. The 
Trials des Nations will be held in 
Belgium on September 17. 


Brit Alan Carter will compete in 
his first 500cc Grand Prix on 
August 6 at England’s Donington 
Park. Carter will ride a three- 
cylinder Honda RS500 in both the 
British and Swedish rounds of the 
500cc World Championship. 


Dirt tracker Kevin Atherton was in 
attendance at the Loudon road race 
National, but unlike the Daytona 
and Road Atlanta AMA Road Race 
Nationals, he didn’t compete as part 
of Team Viceroy Yamaha. Team 
Harley-Davidson’s Atherton has 
been working extensively with Keith 
Code at Watkins Glen in an effort 
to improve his road racing skills. 


John Kocinski and his Team Vice- 
roy Yamaha teammate Thomas 
Stevens have been having a little 
fun teasing Atherton. According 
to Kocinski, it wasn’t until re- 
cently that Atherton was able to 
touch down his knees, so Kocinski 
and Stevens used to take a file to 
Atherton’s knee pucks to make it 
look like he did. 





Five-time National winner and 
former factory Kawasaki road 
racer of the 1970s, Yvon 
DuHamel, competed in a vintage 
road race held in conjuction with 
the Canadian round of the World 
Superbike Series at Mosport Park, 
June 3-4. DuHamel, riding a Team 
Obsolete Matchless G50, turned 
in an impressive performance in 
Saturday afternoon's heat races, 
coming from the second wave at 
the start to post a third-place 
overall finish and first in the 
Premier 500 class.

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Turn it off 


Following is a tip that needs to 
be distributed to the public: If the 
petcock on your bike is a manual 
type and has an “off” position, use 
it when not using the bike or when 
the unit is being transported. 

Fuel evaporation in the tank 
produces.a positive pressure that can 
force fuel through the fuel pump and 
past the float valves in the carbure- 
tors. This. will raise the fuel level to 
a height that may start a siphoning 
action through a fuel passageway 
and cause gasoline to accumulate in 
the intake tract and combustion 
chamber. The constant “bouncing” 
that occurs during trailer and truck 
transport can also cause the same 
phenomenon to occur. Downdraft 
intake engines are particularly 
susceptible. 

As the engine is turned over to 
start, the gasoline in the combustion 
chamber, being incompressible, can 
prevent the piston from reaching the 
top of its travel. 

If the engine “hydraulically locks” 
or “hydrolocks” during an attemp- 
ted start, several things may happen. 
Starter components may- break, a 
“built-up” crankshaft may twist, a 
head gasket may become deformed 
(allowing compression pressure to 
enter the cooling system, causing 
overheating), or, depending on the 
amount of fuel in the chamber, a rod 
may become slightly bent. 

Today’s high rpm sport engines 

cannot tolerate even a slightly mis- 
aligned connecting rod and a rod 
may break after being damaged from 
a “hydrolock”’ episode. If the engine 
will not turn over when using the 
starter, do not attempt to push start. 
Check for fuel in the combustion 
chamber, if present, remove it before 
attempting to start. 
_ Using a bit of precaution by 
turning the fuel “off when not in 
use or while in transit may save your 
engine!

Misano boycott rebuttal 


I note Mr. Matt Lewis’s letter in 
the June 14 issue, criticizing editor- 
ializing in my report of the Italian 
non-GP. I am afraid in the torment 
of his rage he has not read the words 
carefully enough to take on board 
their overall implication. By critic- 
izing not the boycott action, but the 
way it took place, I was not express- 
ing my own opinion, but one which 
prevailed at Misano. 

Such riders’ strikes have happened 
before — but always one or two days 
before the event, giving fans a chance 
to stay away. The rain in Italy was 
forecast four days before the race, the 
riders have been aware of the dan- 
gerous surface for almost a decade. 
Furthermore, the riders were already 
planning some sort of boycott 
action . . . they were already “‘organ- 
ized,” and could have made the 
decision in advance. 

There are arguments on the other 
side as well, which were reflected in 
my report. But what he took to be 
self-indulgent editorializing was in 
reality a reflection of trackside 
opinion, from around 100,000 ardent 
Italian fans who felt they had been 
treated with contempt. 

As my report stated: the drivers 
chose the one issue on which anyb- 
ody arguing with them could be 
accused of callously sending them 
out to die. But as Kenny Roberts said 
that evening: “We must blame 
ourselves. We should never have 


-come here in the first place.” 


There’s another aspect to the 
effects of this precipitate action (a 
friendly pun, Mr. Lewis). Motorcycle 
GP racing is presently trying to make 
the jump onto the TV screens, to 
secure a profitable future. Some 10 
European networks had been per- 
suaded to take the Italian GP. Instead 
of a race, the program controllers 
were suddenly left with an empty 
hole in the middle of their schedules. 
I feel justified im choosing the words: 
“bungling, big-money amateurs.”

HOLLISTER HILLS, CA, JUNE 18

American Ron Lechien collected his first- 
ever 500cc World Championship Grand 
Prix overall win, sweeping both motos at 
Hollister Hills SVRA Park. The Kawasaki 


rider used a pair of solid starts 
to defeat defending 500cc 
World Champion and current 
series point standings leader 
Eric Geboers of Belgium. 


However, the Belgian Honda 
HRC rider’s 2-3 moto finishes were 
good enough to earn him the runner- 
up spot ahead of Australia’s Jeff 
Leisk, also aboard a Honda, who 
rounded out the day’s top three 
overall finishers with a pair of 
fourths. 

Brit Dave Thorpe, who was five 
points behind Geboers in the stand- 
mgs coming into Hollister, fell to 
29 points behind his HRC teammate 
after dropping out of the second 
moto. Thorpe was several places shy 
of a points-paying position in round 
two when he elected to pull off the 
course to save himself from potential 
danger that could be caused if he 
were to crash. Thorpe’s absence 
allowed compatriot Kurt Nicoll to 
gain in the point standings, where 
he now lies 14 points behind in third. 
Kawasaki’s Nicoll finished the day 
out in sixth overall. 

The first moto saw Geboers hole- 
shot Lechien, Honda’s Jeff Stanton 
and the rest of the 40-rider pack. 
Lechien quickly snuck around 


Geboers for the lead in the first 40- 
minute plus two-lap moto and 
fellow American Stanton, the newly 
crowned Supercross champ, did the 
same a short time later. A few laps 
after taking over the runner-up 
position Stanton crashed back to 
ninth. Leisk reeled in Geboers late 
in the race, but it was too late as the 
three-time World Champion col- 
lected the checkers second behind a 
long-gone Lechien. 

Moto two saw American GP con- 
tender Billy Liles shoot past Lechien 
and Leisk early in the race which set 
up the best battle of the GP as 
Lechien stalked his fellow American 
Kawasaki rider for nearly half the 
moto. Lechien eventually found his 
way into the number one position 
and managed to open up a comfor- 
table lead with Kawasaki-mounted 
Liles taking second, and his best GP 
finish this year, ahead of Geboers, 
Leisk and Nicoll. 

In the 125cc Support class, Suzu- 
ki’s Jimmy Gaddis wrapped up the 
overall win with a 1-2 score. He beat 
Kawasaki’s Jeff Matiasevich and 
Honda teamster Mike Kiedrowski in 
the first moto, then Kiedrowski 
charged from third to win the second 
moto and lock up second overall. 
Matiasevich scored third overall with 
his 2-3 score. 











Hollister U.S. GP 


During the scheduled practice 
session the day before the event, the 
promoter, AMA and FIM officials 
were presented with a major prob- 
lem. Many of the riders and team 
managers complained that the track 
was unsafe due to dust and a dan- 
gerous new section. The FIM jury 
met and eliminated the new section, 
but nothing could be done about the 
dust. The four hours of scheduled 
practice was chopped to one hour, 
and qualifying practice was com- 
pletely eliminated. 

“The riders were upset with the 
amount of dust on the track,” said 
AMA Professional Motocross Man- 
ager Roy Janson. “There hasn’t been 
a decent rain here in three years, and 
this area is dry. Our primary source 
of water is a 100,000 gallon water 
tank that sits upon a hill, that is fed 
by a well. Last year the well produced 
enough for the tank to be filled in 
a matter of hours. This year it only 
pumps six gallons a minute and 
that’s nowhere near enough. We've 
been watering the course since 
Monday (five days before the practice 
sessions), and the ground just won’t 
hold it; the weather’s against us. We 
also brought in several water trucks 
and plan to water throughout the 
night.” 

But, unfortunately, the problem 
was only partially cured. The extra 
water cleared the dust, but left the 
track saturated and created another 
problem - mud. Nearly all of the 
riders agreed that mud was better 
than dust, but there were still sche- 
duling problems that had to be dealt 
with. The original format was 
changed twice due to Saturday’s 
problems in an effort to try and 











please everyone, and some riders 
threatened to pull their entries if the 
problems weren't fixed in a hurry. 

“Iwas embarrassed,” said Stanton. 
“The Europeans come here. to ride, 
not wait around, and track condi- 
tions go from one extreme to 
another. It was dusty yesterday, and 
today it’s a mudbath. I hope next year 
they can pick a better track. They 
should have known if there hadn’t 
been water here in three years, it 
would be like this. But the officials 
did make an improvement and at 
least it’s better than it was yesterday.” 

Once Sunday’s program got 
underway, qualifying began to deter- 
mine the riders who would ride the 
pair of 40-minute plus two-lap 
motos. The riders rode a timed 
practice, and the quickest rider got 
first choice of starting positions, all 
the way down to 40th place. Riders 
who qualify out of the top 40 are 
put out of the program and become 
spectators. 

Honda’s Stanton produced the 
fastest single lap time and stopped 
the clocks at 2:02.40 to beat Lechien’s 
2:04.88. German Dietmar Lacher, 
who broke his arm at last year’s 
Hollister event was third, less than 
a second off of Lechien’s pace. 
Georges Jobe was fourth with a 
2:06.59 lap ahead of Jacky Vimond’s, 
aboard the mega-buck Innovation 
Sports/CTi Honda, 2:06.85 time. 
500cc GP 

When the first moto rolled 
Geboers gated perfectly to lead 
Lechien, Stanton, Leisk, Mervyn 
Anstie, Kees Van der Ven, Jared 
Smith and Jobe around the first turn. 
Vimond went down in the first turn, 
along with several other riders. 

“When I went into the first turn,” 











said Vimond, “I couldn’t see, and 
one rider crashed ahead of me. I tried 
to miss-him, but a second rider hit 
me and we all went down. It was 
not good.” 

Up front, both Lechien and Stan- 
ton quickly overpowered Geboers for 
the top two positions, but the HRC 
rider hung in close. Geboers con- 
tinued to breathe down the Amer- 
ican’s back until Stanton went down 
and dropped to ninth. 

“I slid out in a slippery rut,” said 
Stanton. “I was getting held up and 
couldn’t get around them so I tried 
a new line. The track was real slick 
and I just went down - it’s just one 
of those things.” 

Back in the pack Jobe started to 
pick up valuable points, and soon 
the Honda rider found himself fifth 
after Anstie and Stanton fell back. 
Once into the top five, Jobe reeled 
in Van der Ven, and the pair started 
to go at it. Jobe tried virtually every 
line on the track, but nothing seemed 
to allow him to make up ground. 

Meanwhile Stanton was making 
his charge and was in seventh on lap 
five. Stanton played follow-the- 
leader with Jacky Martens for a few 
laps, before finally getting around 
him and Jobe. 

“I kept getting hit with rocks,” 
said Stanton, “so I decided to hold 
back for a while until I could find 
a good line. Pretty soon Jobe crashed, 
and I was in fifth. It worked out 
good.” 

Out front Lechien had opened up 
an eight-second lead over Geboers, 
who had a few seconds on Leisk. Van 
der Ven was still fourth, about four 
seconds ahead of Stanton. Martens 
and Jobe quickly got up and occu- 
pied the sixth and seventh place 
positions. 

While much of the attention was 
focused on Lechien’s continually- 
growing lead, Nicoll began pressur- 
ing Thorpe for seventh. Champion- 
ship series points are awarded per 
moto, and Nicoll was trying to close 
the points gap Thorpe enjoyed. Over 
and over Nicoll mounted several 
attacks, but nothing seemed .to be 
working for last year’s number three 
rider in the world. 

Nearing the three-quarter mark in 
the race, Lechien’s lead had grown 
to 15 seconds as Leisk began to close 
the gap on Geboers. Both riders have 
won grands prix this year and 
appeared to be looking for another 
win to add to their list. 

As the race began to wind down, 
Leisk continued his pressure, but 
couldn’t find a way around Geboers. 
While Leisk and Geboers went on 
with their battle, Stanton dropped 
Van der Ven to fifth and quickly 
reeled in the duo of Leisk and 
Geboers. A few laps before the finish 
Leisk got sideways out of a left-hand 
turn, and that was all Stanton needed 
to motor past the Australian. 

Lechien motored to an easy win, 
more than 22 seconds ahead of 
Geboers, Stanton, Leisk, Van der 
Ven and Jobe. Thorpe managed to 
hold off Nicoll, but Martens slipped 
past them both for seventh. 

“I just rode my own race,” said 
Lechien, “and wheelied away. I 
didn’t have any problems with the 
track or lappers, but I did lap several 
people more than once.” 

“Everything went quite 
smoothly,” said Geboers, “and I 
didn’t have to ride aggressively. The 
last few laps I rode quicker because 
Jeff (Leisk) was riding good and 
started to catch me. Jeff has the 
American style and likes the lead.” 

“I needed second,” said Stanton. 
“That way if I win the second moto 
T'd be guaranteed the overall. Now 
all I can do is hope I win and 
someone stays between me and 
Lechien.” 











Stanton’s day ended when his 
Honda seized while he was 
running second in moto two.

The second moto saw Lechien 
grab the early lead over Leisk, Billy 
Liles, Geboers, Brian Myerscough 
and Stanton. Liles, who hails from 
Georgia but has been competing in 
Europe for the past couple of years, 
jumped to the front of the pack in 
turn three and took control of the 
race. Stanton was back in fourth 
fighting to get around Leisk, and on 
lap four moved into third, three 
seconds behind Liles and Stanton. 

Once in third, Stanton produced 
a charge that slowly put him a few 
seconds behind Lechien. However, 


-Lechien quickly picked up his pace 


and managed to pass Liles on a 
tough downhill, then pulled away 
from his fellow American. Stanton 
was still third, but struggling to 
narrow the margin separating him 
from second. 

Leisk soon dropped four seconds 
behind Stanton with Geboers, 





Myerscough, Jobe and Vimond close 
behind. A few laps before the halfway 
point, Geboers began making pro- 
gress and suddenly found himself 
hanging on Leisk’s rear fender. 
Geboers was making an effort to do 
everything he could to get by the 
Australian, but time after time he 
had to settle for fourth. 

Back in fifth, Myerscough, aboard 
one of two Innovation Sports CTi 
carbon-fiber bikes, was fifth, five 
seconds behind Geboers, and two 
seconds ahead of Nicoll. Thorpe, 
Nicoll’s main rival in moto one, soon 
dropped out because he wasn’t in a 
points-earning position, and that 
allowed several riders in the back of 
the pack to pick up positions. 

Back up front, Lechien moved out 
to a three-second lead on Stanton, 
who had passed Liles. Stanton was 
riding the course aggressively, but 
wasn’t able to make up any time on 





the high-speed, hilly GP course. 

On the 13th lap, Jobe and Jo 
Martens started dicing for the 
number seven spot behind Nicoll. 
Jobe managed to gain the upper 
hand and pass his fellow European 
after a hard-fought battle. 

With only a few laps left, disaster 
struck Stanton just as he was begin- 
ning to make his bid on Lechien. 

“It seized,” said Stanton, referring 
to his bike. “I don’t know why, but 
it just seized.” 

While Stanton began his long tek 
back to the pits, Liles regained 
second place ahead of Leisk, 
Geboers, and Myerscough, who had 
Nicoll breathing down his neck 
when he too seized. 

“Everything was working per- 
fect,” said Myerscough. “I was riding 
a solid pace and felt in control. Then 
all of a sudden I found myself on 
the side of the track.” 
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Former World champ Georges Jobe has come on strong in the last several 
GPs and ended up fourth overall after a 6-6 performance.

As Myerscough also began walk- 
ing back to his box van, Geboers sped 
up his pace and shot his way around 
Leisk for third. 

Lechien continued to pound his 
way around the course for the rest 
of the moto before cruising to victory 
ahead of Liles, Geboers, Leisk, 
Nicoll, Jobe, Dietmar Lacher and 
Anstie. 

“It feels great,” said the Kawasaki/ 
JT/Scott/Maxima/Jet Pilot/NGK/ 
Dunlop/Renthal/100%/D.1.D/ 
Caps/Acerbis-backed Lechien as he 
gave away his leathers to a fan. “The 
day was basically easy, I had good 
starts, and only a couple of guys to 
contend with. I have to say the first 
moto was easier than the second 
because the track was smoother. 
When I was behind Liles it was 
raining rocks, so I kind of sat back 
waiting for a mistake. Finally, I 





decided to pass him on the downhill, 
because his roost wasn’t so bad. This 
is my first GP win since I won 
Unadilla (U.S. 250cc GP) in 1984. 
I’ve won a 500cc moto before, but 
never an overall.” 

“(In) the first moto, I fell down 
the downhill and stopped for a 
goggle change,” said Liles. “That 
wastes a lot of time, but with these 
long motos you need to feel comfor- 
table. (In) the second moto, I didn’t 
pump enough liquid, and ran out 
of fluid about 30 minutes into the 
race. I bobbled, and that ended my 
strength. This is kind of the way my 
whole season has gone - like the first 
moto. Good starts and crashes. I 
dislocated my wrist in Italy and this 
second moto finish is good for me.” 
125cc Support 

Honda’s Larry Ward found a path 
that wasn’t muddy and grabbed the 





holeshot in the first 15-minute plus 
one-lap moto followed by Gaddis, 
Matiasevich, Mike Young and Kied- 
rowski. The top five all stayed close 
and Gaddis, about the lightest of the 
riders, used his weight advantage on 
the hills to pass Ward for the lead. 
Ward then fell and dropped to fifth. 
*Kiedrowski moved by Young for 
third while Gaddis motored to a 
three-second win over Matiasevich. 
Ward charged back and nipped 
Young on the last lap to claim fourth. 
Gaddis shot out front at the start 
of moto two with Buddy Antunez on 
his tail. Kiedrowski spent the first 
few laps following the pair, then 
quickly passed them both and put 
a small distance on Gaddis which he 
held to the end. 
Antunez crashed but didn’t lose a 
position, however, he did injure his 
shoulder and later pulled out. That 





left Matiasevich to claim a distant 
third over Ward and Denny 
Stephenson. °.

James wins his first 
National at Loudon

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 18 


Like Suzuki’s two previous championship 
hopefuls, Yoshimura Suzuki’s Jamie James 
picked the New Hampshire International 
Speedway as the locale for his first-ever 


career National victory. 

Two years ago it was Kevin 
Schwantz winning his first- 
ever National at Loudon, and 
last year it was Doug Polen doing 
likewise at the twisty New England 
circuit. And although the name has 
changed from Bryar Motorsports 
Park to New Hampshire Interna- 
tional Speedway, the good fortune 
for Suzuki riders continued in 1989 
during the 66th running of the 
Loudon Classic. 

Louisianan James averaged 81.890 
mph in taking a 6.10-second win over 
the Fast By Ferracci Ducati of 
Massachusetts’ Dale Quarterley. 
Third place went to the injured Scott 
Russell, who had broken his collar- 
bone during a 750cc Supersport 
practice session on Friday. The 
Yoshimura-backed Georgian bravely 





carried on, finishing third in spite 
of the pain. 

Yamaha-mounted Richard Arnaiz 
finished a distant fourth, followed by 
Suzuki-mounted local Jeff Heino. 
Mark Bougas, Donald Jacks, Mike 
Harth, Tom Kipp and Marc Smith 
rounded out the top 10 finishers. 

The win puts James in position 
to finally win a National Champion- 
ship for Yoshimura, something 
neither- Schwantz nor Polen 
achieved. He now holds a comfor- 
table 15-point lead in the standings 
over Russell, 49-33. Harth is third 
in the series with 25 points, one 
ahead of Daytona 200 winner John 
Ashmead, 11th today. 

The hard luck rider of the day was 
Vance & Hines’ David Sadowski. The 
New England native led for most of 
the first 21 laps, dicing the entire 





time with James, but a broken cam 
chain put him out of the race. 

“It feels real good,” James said 
after wrapping up his first National 
Superbike win. “I just made sure I 
didn’t do anything stupid.” 

Although the formal name of 
Loudon has changed, the facility 
remains, at least for now, the same. 
Construction of a planned super- 
speedway is in the infant stages, and 
the circuit has changed only in 
trackside appearance. Concrete walls 
surrounding turns six, eight and 10 
have been removed to make way for 
construction, and piles of dirt now 
litter the landscape. The only differ- 
ence as far as the actual track goes, 
is the more V’d layout of turn 10: 

There were also some new pave- 
ment patches in turn six, and Russell 
took a sample of the surface there 
on Friday morning, breaking his 
right collarbone. 

“I was just working on my cor- 
nering speed,” Russell. said of the 
incident that made riding painful. 
“That’s the first time it’s (the rear 
tire) ever let go instantly.” 


Heat races 

Some of the practice sessions were 
held in dismal weather, but Mother 
Nature came through on race day - 
giving the New England state sunny 
skies and warm temperatures. 

The first five-lap Superbike heat 
race on Saturday saw local favorite 
Quarterley nabbing the holeshot. He 
was chased hard by Sadowski and the 
battle between those with the most 


_ local track knowledge continued to 


the flag. 

Quarterley ended up getting the 
better of Sadowski, but it could easily 
have gone the other way. James, 








stayed there throughout, gaining 
slightly on the other two but not 
enough to put him within striking 
distance. 

Arnaiz, Heino and Gee Vee 
Honda-mounted Richard Schlachter 
rounded out the top six with the 
latter riding a bike that had been 
hastily rebuilt after a practice session 
crash. 

Quarterley turned the five laps in 
5:53.49 minutes for an average speed 
of 81.575. His would be the fastest 
heat-of the day, putting him on the 
pole. A first for both he and the 
Ducati. 

James was remaining cautiously 
optimistic. “I’ve got the point lead 
and I don’t want to give that away,” 
he said after the heat race. ‘I’m trying 
to use an attitude like Eddie Lawson. 
If I feel good, I'll go for it. Right 
now it’s taking me a little while to 
get in the rhythm.””’ 


The second heat race was a Doug 
Chandler/Kawasaki runaway. The 
Salinas, California, resident brought 
smiles to the Kawasaki folks, who 
were sponsoring the event for the 
umpteenth time. He and the green 
machine topped Bougas by 6.08 
seconds, averaging 80.949 mph. 

Kipp, Russell, Donald Jacks and 
Otis Lance rounded out the top six 
finishers. 

Despite having the slower of the 
two heats, Chandler remained con- 
fident of giving Kawasaki its first 
win since Wayne Rainey in 1983. 

“With Russell hurting, I knew I'd 
just have to go out and push it on 
my own,” Chandler said. “With the 
oil flags and not being able to race 
with anybody, I’m pretty happy with 
ats 
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Chandler’s ZX-7 was still some 25 
pounds heavy, according to tuner 
Rob Muzzy. “We just haven’t had 
much time. We’ll get there after 
July.” 

Russell, meanwhile, was doing a 
lot less complaining about the 
collarbone than one would expect. 
“It’s not as bad as you'd think,” he 
said. “The two pieces aren’t rubbing 
against each other, so I lucked out 
really. But it’s not the most comfor- 
table thing in the world. I can ride 
harder tomorrow, but for how long 
I don’t know.” 

The pole-sitter Quarterley, like 
Chandler, was also confident of his 
chances. “I've got an advantage 
here,” he said. “This bike has such 
grunt out of the turns. I can come 
in hard, take it easy through the 
middle of the corner and then come 
out hard. It should be good here, 
Mid-Ohio and Sears Point. But I just 
won’t have the top end for the other 
places. If I can stay up with them 
all day, I can get under them and 
nobody can stay with me off the 
corners.” 


National 

The National started full of prom- 
ise. There was the threat of a Kawa- 
saki or Ducati win, the possibility 
of a Yoshimura vs. Vance & Hines 
aftermarket war, local heroes vs. 
determined non-New Englanders, 
and, as usual, the Dunlop vs. 
Michelin tire battle. 

The 38-lap race lived up to that 
promise early as Chandler led James 
into the first corner. And at the end 
of the first lap it was Chandler, 
James, Sadowski, Arnaiz, Quarterley 
and Heino. 

Chandler would lead the first four 
laps, even pulling a slight lead over 
the others before first slowing and 
then stopping on the fifth and sixth 
laps. The Kawasaki had blown a 
primary case gasket, putting an end 
to that elusive first road race win for 
Chandler, at least for now. 

Next to lead was local hero .

Sadowski. He would hold the point 
position from lap six to his demise 
on lap 21, although he was con- 
stantly challenged by first James and 
Quarterley and finally by only James. 
Sadowski’s Suzuki GSXR750 broke 
a cam chain as he entered turn one 
on the 21st lap. 

That gave the lead to James and 
it was one he wouldn’t relinquish. 
The Yoshimura rider, once free of 
Sadowski, led Quarterley by just over 
10 seconds on the 23rd lap. That lead 
would stretch slightly and then 
shrink as he coasted toward victory. 

“I hate to see him (Sadowski) drop 
out like that, but it was a relief. I 
thought we were evenly matched. I 
thought it would come -down to a 
tire war or a head game towards the 
end.” 

James used Michelin radials while 
Sadowski’s Suzuki rode on Dunlop 
radials. 

Quarterley in turn would run 
second for the remainder of the event, 
despite coming under pressure from 
Russell late in the race and having 
to up his careful, machine-saving 
pace. 

“I didn’t think I could keep up 
that early pace for the whole day,” 
Quarterley said later. “The temper- 
ature gauge read 120 which is 260- 
something degrees: I had to slow 
down and start short-shifting it. 
When I saw that Russell was catch- 
ing up I had to get going a bit faster.” 

Russell’s race was a painful, yet 
fullfilling one. He started poorly and 
worked his way from just outside the 
top 10 into seventh at the end of four 
laps. He then moved past Heino and 
Arnaiz, a position that ended up 
being third when Chandler and 
Sadowski retired. He worked hard to 
catch Quarterley, but the Massachus- 
setts rider did have a little in reserve. 

“He sped up. Damn, I thought I 
was going to get him,” Russell said 
later of Quarterley. “It (the race) 
went better than I thought it would. 
The collarbone was okay; but 38 laps 
is a lot around this place.” 

Arnaiz had chosen a front 
Michelin that was too hard. He also 
suffered with a rear shock that was 
fitted with a spring which was too 
stiff. The Californian carried on, 
however, earning a fourth place 
finish. 

James later said he was concerned 
about the early pace set by Chandler, 
but all’s well that ends well. 

“I bagged it down a little late in 
the race, but other than that I rode 
real hard,” he said in a southern 
drawl. “I was just starting to work 
with what I was going to do with

Sadowski. I couldn’t run off and 
leave him. Chandler had me worried, 
but I knew where he was beating me 
and I knew it could only go on for 
10 more laps. I didn’t think he’d be 
able to keep that up because it would 
eat the tires. But he’s a definite 
threat.” ; e

Second place today went to a 
rejuvenated Donnie Greene on the 
Splatmaster-sponsored Yamaha 
TZ250. Greene rode a determined 
race, holding off Canadian Miguel 
DuHamel, also TZ250 mounted, at 
the flag. Kocinski’s teammate, Tho- 
mas Stevens, still feeling the effects 
of a partially-separated shoulder, 
finished fourth. England’s Aprilia- 
mounted Alan Carter inherited fifth 
after his John Lassak Racing team- 
mate Robbie Petersen was docked a 
lap for passing Stevens under a 
waving yellow flag. Petersen fin- 
ished ninth with the penalty. 

Danny Coe, Doug Brauneck, 
James Stephens, Petersen and Cam 
Roos rounded out the top 10 
finishers. 

Practice action confirmed that 
Kocinski was indeed back to top 
form. After losing while riding in 
pain a week ago to Oliver at Brai- 
nerd, Kocinski proclaimed himself 
“75% fit” while his physiotherapist 
Dean Miller upped that figure to 
95%. Miller also made the trek East 
to make sure it stayed that way. 

“IUIl be tough the next two races,”’ 
Kocinski said prior to the final. “The 
swelling comes up when I ride. It'll 
never heal if I keep beating up on 
it. I just need some time to get it 
right. It’s a lot better, though. Last 
week it was about 50% right.” 

The first heat race started under 
overcast skies, but the track surface 
was dry. Oliver took the holeshot and 
consequently the victory over 
Greene. Carter finished third ahead 
of Stevens. 

Oliver would go on to crash 
during Sunday morning's practice 
session, saying that he was getting 
used to sliding the tires on the now- 
hot track surface after “riding on 
rails” in the earlier sessions and heat 
race when the track was cooler. 

The second heat race saw Kocinski 
pull away at the start to eventually 
beat Petersen by some nine seconds. 

South African Petersen had made 
a wrong gearing choice and would 
fix it for the final. Petersen had also 
discovered that one fork leg had 
dropped 8mm in the triple clamp at 
Brainerd. Now he knew why it 
wouldn’t turn as usual. 

Third place in heat two, the 
quicker of the two heats, was 
DuHamel, ahead of Richard Moore 
and Doug Brauneck. 

The 250cc final started with 











Kocinski getting a flyer of a start, 
leading the pack into turn one. He 
would go on to open an immediate 
lead when Oliver ran wide on the 
exit of turn four, losing his drive and 
any realistic shot of racing with 
Kocinski. The Randy Mamola Rac- 
ing rider didn’t, however, give up. 

“John was taking it easy on the 
first lap,” Oliver said of the turn four 
incident. “He just parked it and I 
just missed running into him from 
behind. I had to go into first gear. 
Getting through the others was 
crazy.” 

Those others at this point hap- 
pened to be Petersen, Carter, 
DuHamel and Greene. A tightly-knit 
bunch that would provide some of 
the best racing of the weekend - while 
it lasted. 

It only took a charging Oliver two 
laps to get back into second place, 
and he started a charge after 
Kocinski, one in retrospect he prob- 
ably wishes he hadn’t tried. 

He would trail by some two 
seconds when he high-sided the 
Yamaha exiting turn 10. 

“T planned to run cool and wait 
for 20 laps or so to see if he'd get 
tired,” Oliver said later. “I just made 
a mistake. It went so quick. I just 
wanted to run the pace at 8s and set 
what would happen.” 

The race for the lead for al 
practical purposes ended with Oliv 
er’s crash. Nobody else would ge 
near Kocinski as he jammed toward 
the checkered flag. 

Behind him, however, things wer 
getting interesting. Petersen, Carter 
Greene and DuHamel continued t 
do battle, changing positions repeat 
edly in a high-speed shuffle. Steven: 
meanwhile, was on the move fror 
a poor start and he would eventuall 
join in the battle, albeit from the rea 

DuHamel initially made a smal 
break from the others, but he wa 
quickly joined by Greene an 
together those two would leave th 
others behind. 

In the end, Greene got the bette 
of the Canadian, whose planned las 
lap attack never materialized. 

“I think the last lap was m 
quickest,” Greene said later. “It wa 
working good; we get a little bette 
each race. Maybe by Sears Point we’l 
be number one again.” 

“I was pretty much counting ot 
getting him on the last lap,’ 
DuHamel said. “I was going to tm 
down the hill into six, but I didn’ 
get a good drive. He rode good.” 

Carter began to fade after Stevens 
got by him for fourth, and the Brit 
would later say he just got tired. 
Petersen worked his way back up to 
try a last lap pass on Stevens, but 
the Viceroy rider would get him two 
turns later, and then Petersen would 
suffer the blunt of a one-lap penalty. 

Coe and Brauneck had a battle that 
lasted throughout, with Coe getting 
the better of the John Hasty-backed 
rider in the final laps. ‘Another to 
go by the turn 10 wayside was 
Californian Richard Moore. Moore, 
who’s been on the road by himself 
for two weeks, claimed he was just 
too tired from the traveling and the 
hard work involved with being his 
own mechanic. 

“I thought I was going to die,” 
he said. “I’m serious, I thought I was 
going to die in that one (crash).” @

It’s Roos again 
at Loudon

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 18 
Yamaha-mounted Cam Roos 
continued to be king of the 
600cc class, winning his third 
such event in a raw. The 
Georgian topped local favorite 
David Sadowski and his Vance & 
Hines Suzuki Katana 600. 

Roos nailed down the holeshot 
and never looked back as he rode his 
FZR600 to a third straight victory. 
Sadowski battled briefly with Tom 
Kipp before the latter crashed on the 
fourth lap, and then held on for an 
unchallenged second-place finish. 
Third place went to Yamaha- 
mounted John Ashmead with 
similarly-mounted Mark Chin and 
Scott Zampach rounding out the top- 
five finishers. Sadowski’s Suzuki was 
the only non-Yamaha in the top 10 
as their 1989 class domination 
continues. 

Roos and Sadowski gave Dunlop 
a 1-2 finish with Ashmead’s Yamaha 
clad in Michelins. 

Roos, who hails from Woodstock, 
Georgia, won the 19-lap final in 
22:58.589 minutes for an average 
speed of 79.385 mph. He averaged 
79.385 mph on the 10-turn, 1.6-mile 
road course. 

John Ejidenberger, Roos and 
Zampach were involved in a three- 
race tussle in the first 600cc heat race 
on Saturday, but in the end it was 
Roos scoring the win. Eidenberger 
was second with Zampach third. 
Ashmead and Steven Lombardo 
rounded out the top-five finishers. 

The second heat race saw Jeff 
Farmer grabbing the holeshot. He 
was chased and eventually passed, 
however, by Sadowski on the all-red 
Suzuki. ’Ski would lead to the finish, 
followed by Farmer and Kipp. Mark 
Chin and Bill Loomis rounded out 
the top five finishers. 

A field of 41 started the 18-lap final 
under sunny skies on Sunday, but 
nobody could match Roos. The 
Georgian led into turn one and was 
never headed. It was not without 
effort from Sadowski, however. The 











Suzuki rider held off the advances of 
Kipp, who eventually crashed in turn 
eight on lap four, and would pick 
away at Roos’ lead only to be turned 
away near the end. 

Notably absent from the field was 
Farmer, the victim of a practice crash 
that forced his withdrawl from the 
final. 

Ashmead came from fifth on the 
first lap to slowly work his way past 
the battling Zampach and Gary 
D’Aluisio, who would later crash on 
the 14th lap. 

Zampach then came under attack 
from Chin, giving way to the Flor- 
idian only seven laps from the finish. 
Top Canadian production bike racer 
Pascal Picotte held off Bill Loomis 
in a battle to the checkered flag for 
eighth place. 

“That’s about as fast as that thing 
will go,” Sadowski said. “Cam’s got 
a great future.” 

Roos was hurriedly escorted from 
the winner’s circle to the grid for the 
250cc Grand Prix class; he would 
finish 10th.

Despite giving up a good deal of 
track knowledge to the Vance & 
Hines-sponsored Sadowski, James 
was the better rider on the day, 
beating the New Hampshire native 
by 2.59 seconds. Third place went to 
Georgia’s Mike Harth with Califor- 
nia’s Doug Chandler finishing 
fourth, after starting on the back row 
of the grid. The top three riders were 
Suzuki mounted. with Chandler

aboard a Kawasaki ZX-7. Chris 
Hartone rode a 1987 Suzuki 
GSXR750 to a fifth place finish. 

Missing from action was last 
week’s class winner at Brainerd, Scott 
Russell. The Yoshimura Suzuki 
rider crashed his Supersports entry 
on Friday morning, breaking his 
collarbone. He would elect to sit out 
the 750cc Supersport race in an effort 
to save his little remaining physical 
strength for the Superbike National. 

James’ win extends his points lead 
to 22 points over Sadowski, 76-53, 
who in turn leads Harth by a single 
point. 

James and Sadowski gave a five- 
lap demonstration of what was to 
come in Friday’s first heat race, with 
James narrowly taking the win. The 
second heat race was won by Harth 
over Hartone. 

The final started with James 


-nabbing the early lead into turn one. 


Sadowski, however, was in a hurry 
in front of a partisan crowd and 
bashed his way through on the inside 
of turn four. : 

“He bumped me and got under,” 
James would say later. “But it’s no 
big deal, we do that all the time.” 

Sadowski erred two turns later, 
though, running into turn six too 
hot and allowing James to sneak 
back underneath. James would lead 
the rest of the way 1n the 19-lap final, 
turning times in the 1:11 range. 

Sadowski would finish second 
despite coming under a little pres- 
sure from Harth late in the race. 

“I was having problems getting 
traction,” Sadowski said later. 
“Maybe I was trying too hard. Jamie 
had a good day and I wasn’t spot 
on. 

Harth started third and finished 
third, getting to within two seconds 
of Sadowski late in the race. 

“I tried to make a drive, but we 
started hitting traffic,” Harth said. 
“It was backfiring early - maybe it 
was a little lean. He got a point ahead 
of me on his home track, so that’s 
not too bad. We’ll get him next week, 
and James too.” 

The most eventful ride had to have 
been Chandler’s. After a bolt worked 
its way out of the clutch cover during 
the heat race, Chandler was black- 
flagged because of oil pouring onto 
the exhaust pipes in left-hand 
corners. Subsequently, he was forced 
to start the final from the back row. 

Lap one saw him midpack; lap 
two he was ninth, and he would 
continue to gain a place a lap until 
the sixth lap. It then took him two 
laps to shake Hartone - but he was 
too far behind the leading trio to 
make a run at finishing higher. 

“Everyone went into turn one low, 
so I went to the outside and swooped 
a bunch of them,” Chandler said. “‘I 
got through them okay. I could see 
them (the leaders), but I just couldn’t 
make up enough time. The tires 
starting sliding around and I decided 
to sit on it rather than risk throwing 
it away.” 








Tommy Lynch, Tod Hebert, Scott 
Zampach, Yamaha : FZR600- 
mounted Gary D’Aluisio and Kye 
Gunn rounded out the top 10 
finishers. 

“T just concentrated on going as 
fast as I could without overshooting 
any of the corners,” James said. “I 
think my bike was just running a 
little. bit better than his 
(Sadowski’'s).”’

Loudon thriller 
to Renfrow

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 18 . 
Commonwealth Racing’s 
Randy Renfrow was given new 
hope when the Pro Twins race 
was red-flagged after 16 laps, 


and he used his second chance to 
narrowly nip Ducati-mounted Dale 
Quarterley in a dog-fight to the 
finish. 

Quarterley had Renfrow beaten 
after 16 laps, as the Fast By Ferracci 
rider led the Honda pilot by five 
seconds. But on the 16th lap Jimmy 
Adamo suffered a frightening crash 
coming onto the front straight when 
he hit oil in turn nine. Fortunately, 
Adamo walked away from the 
incident. 

The race, however, was stopped as 
debris and oil littered the track, and 
Renfrow was given new life via the 
restart. The Virginian then took 
complete advantage of the situation, 
grabbing the holeshot and dicing 
throughout the remaining 10 laps 
with Quarterley. It came down to the 
final lap and Quarterley led - Ren- 
frow, however, barged past in turn 
six and held the lead to the finish. 

Californian Kevin Erion finished 
third after winning the Pro Twins 
Modified event the day before. Duane 
Summers and Warren Elliott 
rounded out the top five finishers. 

The win was the Fredricksburg, 
Virginia, resident's second in a row, 
and he now moves to within 12 
points of championship leader 
Quarterley - the defending National 
Champion in this class. 

Missing from action was 1987 
Champion Doug Brauneck. His 
mount, Dr. John’s Moto Guzzi, was 
en route to Italy, where Brauneck 
will test and race the machine at 
Monza in a few weeks. 

Prior to the race, Renfrow lacked 
confidence and didn’t give himself 
much of a chance to beat Quarterley 
at the latter’s home track. 

“He’s using really parabolic 
lines,” Renfrow articulated. “He gets 
it turned and picked up, and he gets 
a good drive. I’ve tried to emulate 
him, but I can’t do it for some reason. 
I just end up running wide. If I can 
get a good start and stay with him, 
we'll have a chance - it will be tough, 
though.” 

Renfrow’s prognostication turned 
out to be a correct one, initially. 
Quarterley nailed the lead into turn 
one, and promptly opened a lead on 
Renfrow. Adamo was third with 
Erion fourth. And the order would 
hold until Adamo'’s crash. 

On the restart, Renfrow jetted into 
the lead and it was suddenly a 








different race. A race that went to the - 
wire. On the final lap, Quarterley 
took over the lead, but Renfrow was 
the aggressor, pushing the little 
Honda up the inside in turn six, 
holding his line and beating Quar- 
terley to turn eight. The New Eng- 
lander tried to get it back in 10, but 
to no avail. 

“Dale was a real gentleman,’ 
Renfrow said. “I stuffed it in there 
and even used the apron. I drifted 
out and I know he had to lift up.” 

When questioned about his polite- 
ness in turn six, Quarterley said:

His win vaults him to sixth in the 
point standings, :some 20 points 
behind still-leader Shambaugh. 

“I ran 1-2 seconds slower than in 
practice,” Erion said later. “This was 
our small motor (700cc); we’ll have 
the big one (800cc) for next week 
(Road America). We’ve changed 
some things’ to make it more 
reliable.” 

Although Shambaugh couldn’t 
match Erion’s pace, he would hold 
acomfortable second until the fateful 
final lap. 

Abdo and Johnson, meanwhile, 
had the best battle of the race. Abdo

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Interview: Road racer Wayne Rainey 





ayne Rainey is not about to 
W break the mold of the school 

of American champions. 
He’s done it all, paid his dues, and 
arrived at the top ready to win. His 
life story is almost a cliche, inter- 
changeable in all sorts of respects 
with that of Kenny Roberts, Freddie 
Spencer, Eddie Lawson, Randy 
Mamola and so on. As he sits on top 
of the World Championship 500cc 
Road Race Series point standings, 
let’s run through that story quickly, 
just to touch the salient points of 
familiarity. 

Born to race into a racing family, 
Rainey’s father built him his first 
bike when he was nine. A whiz kid 
in amateur dirt track and TT racing, 
he moved on to the thundering 
professional flat track circuit, 
becoming intimate with the berm, 
the cushion and the wildly sliding 
motorcycle. 

Almost by chance, he moved into 
road racing, where he promptly won 
two U.S. Superbike titles, and put 
in one exciting European 250cc GP 
season. In 1988, he was ready to make 
his 500cc class debut. And he arrived 
at the top, meaning to win, and able 
to do so, as a member of a team that 
matches his dedication. 

But this litany of the latter day 
road racer should conceal much that 
is different about this 28-year-old 
racer with southern California surfer 
looks, courteous manners and con- 
spicuously well-rounded and com- 
plete approach to racing. Aside from 
a propensity to jubilant whoops on 
the victory rostrum, Rainey is a laid- 
back individual, who keeps a cool 
head and never forgets to thank his 
mechanics and mentions the names 
of his sponsors. But he is tougher 
than he looks, and his riding in 1989 
proves it. 

His technique on the red-and- 
white Lucky Strike Yamaha has been 
thrilling to watch. Because of a 
philosophy that states: “If the thing’s 
not wobbling, I’m not going fast 
enough,” and because of an appar- 
ently uncanny ability to go right to 
the limit of the machine, the tires, 
and the track without ever falling off 
(well, hardly ever), Rainey has 
provided an interesting and impres- 
sive counterpoint to the inspira- 
tional antics of Kevin Schwantz, the 
desperate aggression of Wayne 
Gardner, and the cool, calm and 
collected 99-percenting of Eddie 
Lawson. 

Reliably the one who leaps into 
the lead from the start, Rainey has 
something of Spencer’s ability to 
make the most of cold tires, and 
something of Lawson in a consis- 
tency that has seen just one non- 
finish in the past two sea- 
sons . . . and that due to a flat tire. 
And quite a lot of pure Rainey in 
his sustained runaway victory at 
Laguna Seca, followed by a tactically 
different decisive last lap overtaking 
move of Lawson at the Hockenheim- 
ring. It is of course way. too early 
to hand Rainey the 1989 title, espe- 
cially with a man the caliber of 
Lawson on his tail — yet long before 
the halfway point, GP observers were 
already talking of Rainey as The 





Complete GP Racer, and the World 
Champion Elect. 

I first met Rainey in 1984, when 
he was quite a kid really, attacking 
the formidable 250cc GP class of the 
time ona stock Yamaha TZ ona team 
run by Kenny Roberts and sponsored 
by Marlboro. It was all more light- 
hearted then: first time in Europe, 
battling with a race bike that he 
could push start perfectly at mid- 
night in the paddock, but which 
never seemed to go when he tried the 
same thing at the start line. But his 
riding was deadly serious, and 
among some notable performances 


en route to eighth overall came a lap 
record at Misano, during a stirring 
ride through the field to third after 
yet another muffed push start. 

I got to know him better during 
the course of the last two seasons, 
as a more mature rider, newly 
married and quietened down a lot. 
And he really is a different character 
from all the other riders cast in the 
same mold, except in sharing their 
formidable will to win. Aloneamong 
the U.S. GP racers, Rainey — when 
questioned on some point of con- 
troversy — will express his opinion, 
and then ask you yours. You get the 
feeling that this open mindedness 
runs through his entire approach to 
racing, and combines with a dedi- 
cated professionalism to make Rai- 
ney a formidable 500cc class rider. 

I spoke to him at the Salzburgring, 
the evening before the Austrian GP. 
He was in his motorhome, with his 





wife Shae and younger sister Renee, 
the latter visiting from California on 
vacation, and a reminder that racing 
really is a family affair for the Rainey 
clan. “Renee was my greatest fan,” 
said Wayne. “She must have come 
to every race I did until I was 16.” 
That Rainey was born into racing 
is almost too literally true. “‘My 
mother Ila was racing go-karts, when 
she discovered she was three months 
pregnant. That was me (Wayne is the 
eldest of three children).’’ That ended 
Ila’s racing career, but his father, 
Sandy Rainey, carried on with karts 
and took to bikes as well, until he 





broke his leg at Ascot, and Ila cried 
“Enough”. 

So Sandy took to tuning instead. 
“He built me a mini bike when I was 
five or six; then he built a bike for 
my first race at nine. In those days, 
we used to go out to Saddleback Park 
near L.A.” Among the young Rai- 
ney’s companions were future moto- 
cross star Jeff Ward, nascent speed- 
way aces Shawn and Kelly Moran, 
and a quiet kid with a deep com- 
petitive streak. That was Eddie 
Lawson, and the two of them have 
been two-wheeled companions ever 
since . . . . although Rainey was a 
little mystified to report in Austria: 
“Since I beat Eddie at Hockenheim, 
he’s hardly spoken to me.” All of 
which sounds typically Lawson, and 
just as though there’s a good grudge 
match building up ...an impres- 
sion confirmed the following day 
when Lawson criticized Rainey’s

riding after the Austrian GP. It 
doesn’t hurt to remember, however, 
that Rainey was involved in just such 
a relationship with Kevin Schwantz 
back in the U.S., and that it takes 
two to make a ‘slanging’ match. 
Rainey clearly has skills in these 
areas too. What were they saying 
about a complete GP racer? 

Back to the sixties, when the nine- 
year-old Rainey finished fourth in 
his first race and got better, while 
he also gained experience of what it 
was like to approach racing in an 
experimental way. “Dad kind of 
always wanted to be different, and 
in the 50cc mini bike races we were 
doing, he was first at bringing in a 
lot of things. We were the first to 
use nitro-methane fuel; the first to 
have a swingarm; the first with disc 
brakes, and with spool wheels. He 
built me a real mini dirt track bike. 
It was all his own work, the paint 
job and all. Mom did the leathers, 
and I had to polish the bike. I got 
to do a lot of polishing.” 

Wayne recalls that his family went 
without a lot for his racing, engaged 
in the long-haul trail around the 
U.S. over many weekends, as he 
racked up the wins and gained 
experience. 

“At about 14 or 15, I wanted to 
be like my heroes — people like Dave 
Aldana and Jay Springsteen. I wasn’t 
old enough to think about a career. 
I just had dreams and goals, and the 
career just kind of fell into it. I only. 
knew then that I wanted to race 
motorcycles. 

“In my Novice year, I raced all over 
the U.S.A. I won close to 50 events 
that year. Each of them paid about_ 
30 bucks. It didn’t even cover the gas. 

“We were fortunate enough in that 
we always had a real fast bike. At 
this time, I was sponsored by Shell 
Racing Specialties, run by Shell 
Thuett, who had sponsored Kenny 
Roberts at one time. Eddie (Lawson) 
rode for them as well — he and I 
were teammates. I was just one year 
behind him. 

“It was all dirt wack. At the time, 
I used to wonder what road racing 
would be like, but I never got to do 
any. It was all Eddie’s fault that I 
got started. 

“In 1980, he was riding for Kawa- 
saki . . . they built a dirt tracker that 
year, and road raced as well. Then 
he got hurt at Riverside, and they 
asked him who could ride the road 
racer, and he came up with me. They 
put me on a street bike — a KZ750. 
I won 16 out of 18 races, and took 
a few lap records, and that got me 
a shot on Eddie Lawson’s 250 GP 
bike at Loudon.” 

Something of a baptismal expe- 
rience, in pouring rain, on the 
tandem-twin GP bike. “I had dirt 
track leathers, dirt track boots and 
all, and I won the race in the rain.” 

Thus followed a full Kawasaki 
contract, once again teammates with 
Lawson, riding superbikes in 1982. 
They were up against Spencer and 
Mike Baldwin on Hondas, and 
finished the series with Lawson first, 
Baldwin second and Rainey third, 
with one race win. 

Then Rainey had a conversation 

















| with Kenny Roberts that paid off at 
the time and later. Kenny was racing 
GPs at the time, but they had a 
mutual contact in Sparky Edmon- 


ston, who had wrenched for Kenny - 


in the early days. “When Kenny came 
home from Europe, I called him up, 
and we talked for about two hours, 
just about racing. Then after that I 
went out and won Loudon. I learned 
a lot in that conversation — it was 
just basic stuff really, that I didn’t 
know, that maybe he’d been taught 
too, or learned for himself.” 

In 1983, the Superbike class went 
to 750cc, and while Lawson went on 
to Europe, Rainey picked up Wes 
Cooley as his teammate, and ram- 
paged to his second U.S. Superbike 
title. Having won the crown for 
Kawasaki, he felt on top of the world. 
Then, suddenly, Kawasaki quit 
racing. - 

“It was a big blow. I didn’t know 
what I would do. But then Kenny 
had also retired, and he wanted to 
run a team, so he put one together 
for me, with Allan Carter as the 
second rider.” 

Marlboro-backed, but on dead- 
standard 250cc Yamahas without any 
of the special parts everyone assumed 
Kenny would be getting from the 
factory, Rainey and the new team 
trailed around Europe, getting star 
billing, although they were still only 
learning. 

“It was a big new expe- 
rience... for everyone. For me, 
everything was foreign — the coun- 
tries, the food, the tracks, push start 
races. It was a big learning year, and 
it helped me a bunch.” But the 
money dried up the next year, and 
the team fell apart; meantime Amer- 
ican two-stroke racing was enjoying 
a last gasp, and Rainey went straight 
to a job with sponsor Bob MacLean, 
running 250 and 500cc production 
Hondas. But it was not a good year. 

“I was leading both classes when 
I crashed at Loudon. I slid a long 
way in the grass, then hit a boulder. 
That put me out for most of the rest 
of the year. When I did get fit, Kenny 
put it together for me to ride dirt 
track with Mert Lawwill. I had a 
whole lot of fun, but I didn’t get a 


chance to do any more road racing 


that year.” 


His talents weren’t forgotten, 
8 


however, in 1986 he was offered a 
lucrative contract with American 
Honda to ride their superbike, and 
an RS500 two-stroke. At the same 
time, Roberts had won Lucky Strike 
backing, and was putting together 
his 500 team. His chosen riders were 
Randy Mamola and Wayne Rainey. 
It posed a little dilemma to Rainey. 
“I didn’t feel ready for Europe, and 
I also needed to get back on my feet 
financially, to learn more about 
racing and to think about what I 
needed to do. Going GP racing then 
would have been the worst thing to 
do, because mentally I just wasn’t 
ready. Kenny was very understand- 
ing, and kind of put me on hold.” 

Honda’s priority was the U.S. 
Superbike title, though Rainey was 
given permission to ride the 500 so 
as to get some time on the GP bike 
with an eye to the future. That didn’t 
work out so easy. “The bikes were 
so different that I ended up not riding 
the 500. I could ride the superbike 
at 90-percent, and the GP bike at 
what felt like 120-percent, and still 
be three seconds quicker on the 
superbike.”’ 

Nor did the superbike assault work 
out. “I ended up losing it on a 
technicality. I passed a rider under 
the yellow flag, but he was coasting 
in to retire at the time. I'd won seven 
out of nine races, but Fred Merkel, 
who only won one race, won the 
championship.” 


Rainey got his just rewards, how- 


ever, in 1987, riding the V-4 Honda © 


against the sparkling but erratic 
Kevin Schwantz. “We battled it out. 
In the end, he won five, and I won 
three, but I was more consistent.’’ He 
shakes his head. “I would have 
thought Kevin would change, but it’s 
still the same way. He wants to be 
the fastest guy out there all the time, 
but I never want to fall down with 
a five-second lead.” 

Perhaps this meant that Rainey 
leaned more to the Lawson style of 
riding, always with an eye to the title 
rather than the race. “I don’t think 
so. I like racing, and battling for the 
lead. I’d rather all the races were like 
Suzuka (where he lost by a fraction 
to Schwantz) or Hockenheim (where 
he won by a fraction from Lawson). 
But sometimes you have to accept 
off-days — like at Jerez. 

“Laguna was the opposite. I just 
knew I was going to win that race. 
It was my best race ever; I was under 
control all the time. The bike wasn’t 
perfect, because I was getting some 
chatter and some wobbles and slides, 
but it was just one of those days when 
nobody was going to beat me.” 

In his GP years, Rainey has shown 


better, and the flat track idea is a 
convenient way of explaining it. 

“But it comes to background, and 
to personality. I want to be World 
Champion. If everyone had that deep 
inside, maybe they wouldn’t accept 
defeat so easy. 

“Then you have to take care of all 
your own stuff. I keep a lot of detailed 
stuff like travel arrangements in my 
own hands — all different aspects of 
the business. I believe that makes you 
mentally tougher.” 

But he wouldn’t be Wayne Rainey 
if he didn’t pay the right kind of 
tribute to the people in support. “My 
wife Shae deserves credit. There’s a 
lot she goes through and has to listen 
to; and she keeps me in line if I get 
too cocky.” Shae, listening in, 
dimples prettily. ‘I’m more laid back 
now I’m married,” he continues. “I 
don’t need the wild life no more. I 
just want to think about racing. 

“You need to know that you have 
a good team. Racing isn’t factory 
against factory these days, but team 
against team. The bottom line with 
us is that it’s Kenny’s team. A few 
people don’t like the way Kenny does 
things, but generally he’s always 
prepared to listen and change his

himself to be an analytical rider, who 
thinks hard about how to improve 
his performance. Thus it was when 
he first arrived at the GPs, he studied 
not only his own riding style in terms 
of how to use the front wheel, but 
also that of the other riders. It was 
a deliberate exercise in improving 
his performance by analysis and 
action. Now, he describes that period 
as one time when Roberts really was 
directly influential on his riding 
style. 

“T was having trouble with how 
hard you could turn it into the 
corners. Kenny said, ‘Look at this 
bike. You’ve been riding street bikes 
with race tires put on. If you turn 
them into a corner too hard, you lose 
the front end. This is a GP bike. It’s 
made to go in just as hardas you 
can put it in. Everything is adjust- 
able on it. It’s just made for it.’ 

“He helped me a lot with my 
whole attitude as much as in specific 
matters of riding style.” 

This approach is just one of the 
weapons in the American riders’ 
arsenal. But Rainey does not sub- 
scribe to the view that American 
riders win races only because of their 
flat wack backgrounds.“‘I don’t think 
that has so much to do with it. Look 
at guys like (Kevin) Magee, (Pier- 
Francesco) Chili, Christian Sar- 
ron...they’re also sliding the 
bikes. 

“I think it is in the individual 
approach. Americans ride in a cer- 
tain way... it’s wanting to be the 
best. I think the European guys may 
have accepted that Americans are just 


ways. He wants the team coming up 
with new ideas. 

“With that, and the computer and 
everything, it’s worked out that our 
bike’s as good as most of the things 
out there. One difficulty is that it’s 
different from all the other Yamahas, 
so there’s no real base line, or way 
we can compare our direction or 
development.” (One major differ- 
ence is, of course, the Dunlop tires; 
another is that the Lucky Strike bikes 
have been some 20mm shorter than 
all the other ’89 bikes — length 
removed from the swingarm at the 


team’s Amsterdam headquarters in a 
bid to make the bike more agile.) 

Rainey continues: “Our engine is 
good — (crew chief) Mike Sinclair 
and the mechanics do a great job 
there. The major problems have been 
setting up the chassis — I’d get it 
so it worked at Laguna Seca, then 
the same chassis would be no good 
at the next track and we'd have to 
start over. Since Hockenheim, the 
handling has been better. Now if 
only we could get 10 kilograms (22 
pounds) off it.” 

With the rumor mill already 
cranking out all sorts of rider-team 
combinations, how does Rainey see 
his future? “I’m not unhappy with 
the money I’m making this year, but 
I’m running with the guys who’re 
making the big bucks, and I don’t 
see why I shouldn’t make the same 
kind of money next year. When the 
time comes, I'll look at what is on 
offer. I’m happy where I am, but I 
have to think of myself first. Money 
isn’t the main motivation, but it is 
during the winter. That’s part of 
trying to be professional. It’s a short 
enough career, so you have to make 
the most of it financially.” 

Thus Rainey lives a relatively 
frugal life. His motorhome is modest 
next to the chilling flanks of Freddie 
Spencer’s custom-built bus, or the 
vividly muralled sides of Randy 
Mamola’s white leather palace on 
wheels. What’s more, he actually 
lives in it most of the time with Shae, 
and even drives it himself. He’s not 
given to jetting back Stateside whe- 
never possible, like Lawson; instead 
he and Shae travel around Europe 
with guide books and campground 
brochures at hand, making the most 
of the down-time between races to 
explore cities and lifestyles. 

This is a rule he has broken in 
1989, flying back to the U.S. twice 
to visit his badly injured best friend 
Bubba Shobert in Texas. “Bubba and 
I go back a long way,” he says. “He 
was best man at my wedding. It sure 
took the wind out of my U.S. GP 
victory when he got hurt in that 
way.” 

We leave Rainey with another 
half-a-season to go. he was comfor- 
table with leading the champion- 
ship. “I expected it to be like this. 
I’m surprised Kevin Schwantz isn’t 
higher, and it’s a real shame the way 
Gardner went out. But I knew Eddie 
would be up there, and that I would 
be too. I didn’t know if I would be 
first or second, but I figured it’d be 
close.” Far from feeling the pressure, 
he instead places that burden on 
Lawson’s shoulders. Especially after 
that crucial and successful last lap 
overtaking move at Hockenheim. 

“I never expected to win, but I 
knew all race long that my one 
chance depended on getting a better 
drive out of that last chicane. When 
I pulled alongside, I knew I had him 
beat. 

‘Tve been surprised at his reac- 
tion. I don’t think he thought it was 
possible that I could pull that move 
on him. I’ve known Eddie a long 
time, and we were friends until this 
year — I have a lot of respect for 
him, and what he has done. I was 
disappointed in Germany that he 
didn’t take the victory lap, or come 
to the press conference after the race, 
but I think it shows that he’s feeling 
the pressure worse than me.” 

But even if what seems certain to 
be a protracted and tense title battle 
with Lawson does also develop into 
a slanging match, be sure that 
Rainey will be watching his words 
all the way. The well-rounded cham- 
pion knows, after all, that: “You’ve 
got to watch what you say in racing, 
because it can come back and bite 
you.” e

It’s Schwantz again 
in Yugoslavia

RIJEKA, YUGOSLAVIA 

Pepsi Suzuki’s Kevin Schwantz became the 
first rider in 1989 to win three GPs, and 
the first to take two in succession, with a 


hard-fought and narrow victory over 
Wayne Rainey’s Lucky Strike the year; in more ways than one 
Yamaha in the Yugoslavian and was the fourth time this season 
18 GP. It was the hottest race of the same trio of American riders - the 





so-called Big Three of 1989 - have 

stood on the rostrum together. 
Rothmans Honda’s Eddie Lawson 

was third, but some way back, after 


a lucky escape that saw him take the 


lead from fast-starter Rainey just 
before half-distance, only to avoid 
crashing narrowly after losing the 
front wheel on the very next bend. 
He saved the bike with his knee, but 
took to the dirt anyway, staying on 
board by a miracle to rejoin some 
five seconds adrift. “T’d rather have 
beaten Rainey, but third’s better than 
the guard rail,” the defending World 
Champion said. 

Kevin Magee, on the second Lucky 
Strike Yamaha, was a fighting 
fourth, after his own drama early in 
the race, running off the track on the 
second lap, then fighting his way 
back from ninth to catch Christian 
Sarron’s Gauloises Yamaha in the 
closing stages, and force his way past 
with five laps to go. 

Michael Doohan struggled with 
wheelspin to take a lone sixth on the 
second Rothmans Honda, with 








Randy Mamola janine not only 
with Ron Haslam’s Pepsi Suzuki but 
also a high fever to take seventh, his 
best result so far in a bad year on 
the Cagiva. Haslam was eighth. 

Freddie Spencer, meanwhile, 
added more shrouds of enigma to his 
already blurry public image, pulling 
out of the race on lap one after “my 
engine quit.” Later, Marlboro 
Yamaha mechanics could find 
nothing wrong with it, but suspected 
a blocked breather tube. 

Sito Pons scored yet another 
victory in the 250cc class, closing a 
huge gap behind second-place fin- 
isher Reinhold Roth on the last lap 
and sweeping past in the final 
corner. Jacques Cornu was third, in 
an all-Honda rostrum. 

The 80cc racé was won by talented 
young German Peter Oettl and his 
Krauser with Derbi’s Manuel Herre- 
ros second and Stefan Dorflinger 
third. 


500cc practice 

Rijeka is a peculiarly technical 
circuit, with few straights, and 
strings of corner combinations where 
line and gearing are crucial to a fast 
lap time. In other words, a real rider’s 
circuit. 

No surprise that the Big Three 
dominated, with Schwantz setting 
pole position time on the first day, 
and Rainey and Lawson working 
hard to catch up. Rainey was best 
at it, setting quickest times in the 
last two sessions, and ending up less 
than a 10th slower than Schwantz, 
with all the fast men going one-and- 
a-half seconds faster than last year. 

Schwantz was his ebullient self, 
saying he’d prefer another runaway 
win to battling it out with the others. 
“I enjoy racing with them, but it 
seems to suit me better to be on my 
own and just watching my pit 
board,” he said. 

But Rainey was not too confident. 
His corner exit slides were spectac- 
ularly skillful, but augured badly for 
the rate of wear of his Dunlops in 
the race; while Schwantz and his 
Suzuki looked nimble by compari- 
son, sliding very little. Rainey had 
a new frame here; or, to be exact, 
an old frame made for pre-season 
tests by Yamaha, then further mod- 
ified at Team Roberts’ Dutch HQ. 
Steering head angle and swingarm 
pivot position were changed. “It 
steers quicker, and it’s more stable, 
but it uses the tires harder,” said 
Rainey. “But I'll race it. We need to 
keep developing, so I must make a 
commitment and stay with it.” 

Lawson was working hard 
throughout practice, trying to solve - 
his Honda’s reluctance to hold a 
tight line, and drawing comfort from 
Rainey’s plight. “Tires will be real 
crucial at the end of the race,” he 
said, “And he seems to be sliding 
around pretty good.” But Lawson 
denied he was concentrating only on 
racing the championship leader. 
“TIl be going for the win,’ he 
affirmed. 

Less expected was the fourth- 
fastest time of Kevin Magee, even by 
himself, and especially since his 
painful leg had now been joined by 
a wrenched elbow. “It happened in 
Austria. Normally, you put in 60 or 
70-percent of the steering effort 
through your legs, but I can’t do that, 
so I’m using my arms more. Here, 
it also makes the front wheel break 
traction easier.” In the circumstan- 
ces, his sub-1:30 time was especially 
impressive. 

Another unfamiliar face joined 
him on the front row. Randy Mam- 
ola likes Rijeka because of the 
emphasis on riding skill rather than 
power. “I’m still down on speed - 
165 mph compared with 179 mph, 
but Im making it up by’ riding 








hard.” He also had a new stronger 
swingarm to go with his new frame. 
But he wasn’t finding it easy. He was 
suffering badly from “some kind of 
glandular fever,” which made his 
throat so sore he could only manage 
water, and could hardly speak. “The 
real problem is that Dr. Costa has 
me on antibiotics, and they make me 
dizzy and affect my reaction time. I’m 
gonna ask him for an injection 
before the race to counteract that.” 
(In the end, he had four injections.) 

Christian Sarron led row two, 
posting a time almost identical to his 
last-year’s pole position and thus 
almost a second off the pace. As well 
as a lack of power, he had re-injured 
his troublesome right hand in a freak 
free-training crash, not only break- 
ing a finger but also bending a plate 
that had been inserted after his ’87 
Argentine GP crash. For a man with 
a reputation for crashing, it was only 
his second spill this year. 

Alongside him, Freddie Spencer 
was again talking of how the team 
was “playing catch-up” after a lack 
of pre-season testing. He was using 
the 16-inch front tire again, and for 
the first time had committed himself 
to it, but complained his develop- 
ment was slowed by yet another 
crankshaft failure in practice. Dis- 
quietingly, another crank let go in 
the morning warm-up. “We had 
three fail this weekend,” said crew 
chief Kel Carruthers. “In 10 years 
with Yamaha, I’ve never had this 
trouble.” 

Pier-Franco Chili was next door, 
his Pirelli tires pretty good for the 
job. “I believe I am now at 85 percent 
of the top level;” a remarkably honest 
assessment. Ron Haslam was ninth, 
filling row two, and had another 
view. “I’m trying too hard, getting 
into the bends too fast,” the second 
Pepsi-Suzuki rider said. “Then I 
can’t get the power on.” He also 
suffered two scary seizures in prac- 
tice, and with Randy going well 
found himself lower down the 
Michelin pecking order for handouts 
of good ures. “They keep throwing 
fronts (tires) at me, though,” he said. 

Michael Doohan led row three, 
having the same difficulty as Law- 
son in getting his Honda turned, 
only more so, on worse tires. He was 
three-10ths ahead of Dominique 
Sarron’s Honda, with Rob McEIl- 
nea’s ex-Shobert ’88 Honda next, 
ahead of Alex Valesi’s ’88 Yamaha. 
Between them sat Spencer’s team- 
mate Niall Mackenzie, this lowly 
position accounted for by the fact 
that he shouldn’t really have been 
riding at all, with a broken left knee, 
a broken right finger, and a cracked 
left wrist bone. 

“The pain of riding is less than 
the pain of watching,” number-two 
Marlboro rider Mackenzie said, who 
admitted he was having grave trou- 
ble braking hard, and in getting his 
knee down. He was also riding with 
three extra layers of seat foam and 
ashortened gear lever, so he wouldn’t 
have to bend his leg so much. 

Marco Gentile’s Fior led row four, 
then came Massimo Broccoli on the 
second Cagiva, then Simon Buck- 
master’s top private Honda. 

In blazing heat, all riders were 
anxious about tire wear, and none 
more so than Rainey. “We're in 
trouble,” he said. “But I don’t want 
the others to know that.” Thing was, 
they already did. 


500cc Race 

Schwantz got the jump from the 
start, but Rainey forced inside him 
into the first bend, and quickly drew 
away. The gap was more than 2.5 
seconds by lap four, a break of 
Spencer-like proportions on cold 
tires. But could he keep the cushion? 


Not likely. Lawson and Schwantz 

















had already pulled away from the 
pack in pursuit, and the next time 
around the gap shrunk for the first 
time. The hounds were starting to 
catch the hare, and the Big Three 
were together by lap 10, by which 
time they were already lapping some 
of the very slow traffic. 

Rainey’s lead was under severe 
threat at all times, but Lawson 
waited four more laps before he dived 
past into turn one. It had all the 
hallmarks of a decisive move, but 
instead turned out to be a rash one, 
and proved that Lawson on the 
Honda can be pressured into making 
mistakes. 

On the very next corner, as Lawson 
put it: “I got in too hot, and the front 
started sliding.’’ His foot was 
trapped under the bike, but he 
managed to pick the NSR Honda 
back up onto its Michelins with his 
knee. By now, he was heading for 
the stony ground and straw bales on 
the outside of a third-gear right- 
hander. “I had to turn the bike on 
the grass. I guess I was pretty lucky.” 
Lawson rejoined the race more than 
five seconds adrift, and never did 
narrow the gap, his effort tapering 
off towards the end to the extent of 
16 seconds deficit at the flag. “I tried 
to catch up, but the front kept 
pushing, and I had to back off.” 

Rainey watched the whole inci- 
dent, somewhat spellbound perhaps 
at what he laconically described later 
on as “a good save”. Schwantz saw 
an opportunity, and nipped ahead. 
From then on, the dominant pair 
battled through the traffic, seldom 
more than a few feet apart, with 
Rainey nosing ahead once more, but 
only for half a lap. Then in the 
closing stages, Schwantz got the 
better break past some back-markers, 
and opened enough breathing space 
to give him some peace of mind. 

“With half-a-lap left, I looked over 
my shoulder, and then I knew I had 
the race won,” said Schwantz. “We 
were both sliding around a lot, but 
the Suzuki turns so well, and I think 
my Michelins were better than his 
Dunlops. He also has the champion- 
ship to worry about, so he may have 
backed off at the end.” 

Schwantz was right about the tires, 
but wrong about backing off. “I tried 
to win all the way,” said Rainey. “At 
first, I thought Eddie may close up 
again, and at the end I was just trying

to get Kevin. But although the 
wheelspin didn’t worry me so much, 


because I still had forward drive, my ` 


Dunlops lacked side grip, and he was 
faster than me on the second half of 
the lap. But I’m still happy — this 
is one of the worst race tracks for 
Dunlops. I stayed with Kevin, which 
proves how much better the tires 
have become.” 

Magee’s race was laced with 
drama. He started strongly and was 
running with the leaders on lap two 
when he piled off the edge of turn 
one to make a clean but. costly 
recovery out in the grass. He blamed 





his farming expedition on a tailwind 
that increased his speed down the 
straight, plus a full tank of fuel that 
hurt the front suspension 
performance. 

“I got in too hot, but rather than 
scratch round, I slowed it as much 
as I could, then ran onto the grass. 
I saw a pack of guys go past, and 
realized that I’d given myself a lot 
of work to do,” said Magee. 

He rejoined in ninth, and took 
only four laps to climb back to fifth. 
Then he had a long way to go to 
catch Christian Sarron, and he 
alternated chasing hard with resting 
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Campsa Honda’s Sito Pons (1) passed HB’s Reinhold Roth (5) on the 
last lap to take the 250cc GP win. Jacques Cornu (3) finished third. 





to save his tires and his physical 
condition. When Magee did catch the 
Frenchman, he was promptly balked 
by some backmarkers, and had to do 
it again — but he got past with five 
laps left, fought off a determined 
return attack, and secured fourth by 
just over one tenth of a second. 

Michael Doohan was alone for 
most of the race, but enjoyed it 
anyway, “Trying to keep the same 
gap ahead of Randy. I'd rather have 
had someone to race against, 
though,” he said. Plagued by wheels- 
pin, he said: “It may have been a 
mistake to race on the same tire type 
I used in practice.” What type had 
that been? “Round and black, with 
Michelin Radial written on the 
side.” 

Eighth-placed Mamola, his 105- 
degree fever calmed as best possible, 
had spent the first part dicing with 
Haslam and Chili, before the Italian 
dropped back, his Pirellis sliding 
badly, and Haslam managed to buy 
himself a bit of a breather. 

But Randy's dander was up, even 
if his condition was down, and he 
returned to the attack again; whereu- 
pon Haslam promptly lost the back, 
then the front wheels of his Suzuki. 
The bike almost high-sided him, 
throwing him high in the air, and 
he actually landed partly on Mam- 
ola’s Cagiva before regaining his 
own seat. Both took to the dirt, with 
Mamola getting away from the fracas 
with enough advantage to finish 10 
seconds ahead of the Brit. 

Chili was ninth, with Dominique 
Sarron’s Elf Honda 10th ahead of 
McElInea’s Cabin Honda. The two 
had traded blows throughout the 
race, before McEInea lost touch 
among the back markers, further 
dismayed by the return.of an old 
problem as he pushes 
harder . . . shuddering forks that 
flex under braking. 

The injured Mackenzie had hoped 
for a quiet race, but instead he ran 
off the track twice and ran wide four 








times, as a result of weakness in his 
hand that prevented him from brak- 
ing properly. He finished 12th, and 
said: “I enjoyed it, but remind me 
not to do it again.” 

Broccoli was 13th on the second 
Cagiva, with Buckmaster 14th, a 
long way ahead of 15th-placed 
Michael Rudroff. 

Thus Rainey extends his cham- 
pionship lead to 13 points, with 123 
to Lawson’s 110. Third-placed Sar- 
ron has 62, with Schwantz moving 
up to fourth with 77, and Magee fifth 
with 70. 


250cc Practice 

This was to be the track where the 
Yamahas got their revenge... but 
obviously nobody told Sito, and the 
man who never worries about his 
practice time, only about how well 
his bike settings are going, set the 
fastest time in the first session, then 
in the afternoon went better to record 
an unassailable pole position, his 
second in succession. 

The championship leader 
remained apparently emotionless. 
Perhaps YZR-rider Luca Cadalora 
summed it up best: “On this track, 
you need everything in equal quan- 
tity — handling, acceleration, 
brakes and good top speed. The tires 
must work well, and the rider must 
be very good. This track tests 
everything.” 

Cadalora had been second, but 
slithered off on Saturday afternoon, 
while yet more Hondas — of Rein- 
hold Roth and Jacques Cornu — 
pushed in ahead. Roth took himself 
by surprise. “The bike was sliding 
more, and I thought it was because 
my tires were not so good — then I 
saw the lap times were coming down. 
Pons and Roth were significantly 
faster than the rest, with times 
bunching up behind them. 

Final denizen of row one was again 
impertinent privateer Martin 
Wimmer, who was making distinctly 
cheerful progress, and revealed that

he was saving his best engine for race 
day. Then things went wrong and 
he too crashed, breaking two bones 
in his right foot. Nothing daunted, 
he elected to switch the gear lever 
over to the left, and race anyway. 

Ruggia was sixth, and next-best 
Yamaha, stating bluntly: “Yamaha 
no longer has the handling advan- 
tage.” Perhaps not, in view of the 
findings of Juan Garriga, placed 
alongside but over a tenth slower. He 
said that in torsional stiffness tests, 
the chassis of the new V-twin 250 was 
significantly weaker than last year’s 
chassis.. He had altered his bike in 
ways he would not reveal in detail, 
to make it more like last year’s bike 
upon which he had been able to 
reveal such artistry. 

Next came the stiff and sore Loris 
Reggiani, ahead of Helmut Bradl, 
almost half-a-second faster than row 
three leader Didier de Radigues, 
reporting continued and encourag- 
ing improvement within the factory 
team, ironically after the death of 
teammate Palazzese. Carlos Cardus 
was next, the unusually highly- 
placed Daniel Amatriain on the 
Team Katayama NSR, with another 
interloper in the shape of Jean- 
Francois Balde on his standard 
Yamaha alongside. 


Misfortunate factory Honda man 
Masahiro Shimizu qualified way 
down in 25th, then pulled out of the 
race ...a traffic accident had. left 
him with whiplash neck and spine 
injuries. 

American Andy Leisner looked set 
to qualify for a second race on his 
Team Katayama RS250 until a crash 
put him out with a broken finger. 


Less than four seconds covered 
front row to rear, a time difference 
that meant the leaders should be 
coming up to lap the tail-enders just 
two laps from the end. That was 
exactly what happened, and it turned 
an exciting race into a masterpiece. 


250cc Race 

Pons made a flying start in the 
blazing sunshine, but by the end of 
lap oné, de Radigues’ purple Aprilia 











flashed across the line side-by-side 
with Roth's yellow HB Honda, with 
Pons, Cornu, Reggiani, Brad (HB | 
Hondas) and Luca Cadalora (Marl- 
boro Yamaha) piled up behind him. 
This seven-bike group soon drew 
away from the rest, in a hectic battle 
that could only end in trouble. 

This left Roth and Pons dominat- 
ing the group for another three laps; 
then came a drastic thinning out. 
First de Radigues slowed suddenly, 
to coast back to the pits at the end 
of nine laps, the Aprilia gearbox 
shedding oi] all over his boot. Then 
only a few bends later Brad and 
Cadalora came down together, each 
blaming the other. 

This left just three to battle it out, 
and Roth made most of the running, 
with Cornu remaining in third 
throughout. Pons moved into the 
lead with three laps to go, but Roth 
fought back. Then one lap later Roth 
was in front when they ran into a ; 
group of tail-enders. He found his 
way through them while Pons and 
Cornu were delayed, and the German 
started his last lap with almost a one- 
second lead. 

Nobody believed Pons could make 
that up, least of all Roth, although 
he still rode carefully to protect his 
inside line into the bends. Pons, 
however, rode like a demon, and 
almost within sight of the flag was 
in a position to attack. “I used a tight 
line, because I never expected him 
to try on the outside. Instead, he came 
past, and his bike had enough more 
power than mine for him to win the 
race,” said a rueful Roth, who wept 
on the slowing-down lap, and hung 
his head as he pulled in. 

Pons won by just over a tenth of 
a second, and admitted afterwards: 
“I didn’t think I'd be able to do it, 
but I knew I was getting a better drive 
onto the straight than Reinhold, and 
I just had to get myself into a 
position to use it”. 

Cornu was just over a second down 
in third place. 

Ruggia battled his way through to 
fourth from a poor start, delayed for 
a long time by Cardus. Ruggia 
would fly past in the twists; then 











Cardus would whistle past again on bs 


the straights. 

When he finally escaped, it was 
Garriga’s turn to suffer in the same 
way, the second surviving works 
Yamaha rider also recovering from 
a very bad start. Then Cardus slowed 
with his Dunlops sliding badly, and 
while Garriga escaped to secure fifth, 
Cardus was left to a torrid battle with 
German privateer Jochen Schmid, 
with his HRC-kitted RS, the Spa- 
niard finally hanging on to sixth by 


three-tenths. 


Frenchman Adrien Morillas 
(Yamaha) narrowly prevailed in a 
desperate privateer battle, four- 
tenths ahead of Dutchman Wilco 
Zeelenberg (Honda) with Renzo 
Colleoni (Aprilia) another two- 
tenths behind. Brazilian Alex Barros 
had been among them, but 
Zeelenberg knocked him off in the 
last bend. He climbed back to eruise 
home a gesticulating 15th, stuck in 
second gear, and was passed

Cunningham comes 
alive in Idaho City

IDAHO CITY, ID, JUNE 2-5 

Four-time National Enduro Champion 
Terry Cunningham captured his first ISDE 
Qualifier overall win in six years, demol- 
ishing the competition at the Idaho City

all victory in an ISDE Qualifier since 
May, 1987, when KTM’s Kevin Hines 
took top honors in Wrentham, 
Massachusetts. 

Cunningham, riding a Team 
Green-sponsored Kawasaki KX125 
had the lead in Idaho after day one 
and was never really challenged 
throughout the remaining three 
days. His nearest competitor was 
Open class winner Dave Bertram, 
who was riding a modified Suzuki 
RMX250 that was bored out to 253cc. 
Third overall went to another 125cc 
pilot, Cunningham’s Team Green 
teammate Jeff Fredette. Rounding 
out the top five were Yamaha riders 
Fritz Kadlec, riding an over-bored 
YZ250WR in the Open class, and 
250cc class winner Jeff Russell. 

“Although this event had its 
problems, overall I thought it was 
the best Qualifier I’ve ever ridden,” 
said Cunningham. “Except for the 
erratic and fast speed averages on 
days one and two, this Qualifier 
reenacted the actual ISDE better than 
any I’ve seen — it had different trails 
each day, with different colored 
ribbons, the terrain and special tests 
were similar to what is used in 
Europe, it was long, and the tech 
inspection was strict. It was a good 
enduro.” 

Hosted by the Boise Ridge Riders, 
the four-day event covered approx- 
imately 150-miles a day in two loops, 
featured five special test sections each 
day (two grass tracks and three 
terrain tests), except for day four 
which featured one 50-mile loop, one 
terrain test and a final MX special 
test. 3 

Dust played a major factor as 
warm and dry weather conditions 
made the trails extremely dusty, and 
in Cunningham’s words, “. . . very 
dangerous.” 

Day one started off with a slow 
speed average and gradually 
increased until some riders were up 
to 20 minutes late by check five. 
Cunningham dropped the least 
amount of points, arriving at check 
five seven minutes late, dropping 420 
points. Other top contenders’ scores 








included Fredette and Kadlec 480 
points (eight minutes late); Larry 
Roeseler 660 (11 min.); Randy Haw- 
kins 780 (13 min.) and Kurt Hough 
960 (16 min. ). At check six, even more 
points were dropped due to the 
abnormally fast speed averages, and 
to complicate the problem, the severe 
dust conditions made it even tougher 
to make up time. 

“The speed averages were ridicu- 
lously fast, and the dust made it too 
dangerous,” said Cunningham. 
“After dropping so many points on 
the trail, I would get to the special 
tests and think ‘Why bother?’ What’s 
a few seconds gained or lost in the 
special tests when youw’re dropping 
hundreds of points on the trail? The 
Six Days isn’t that way. You’re 
supposed to be able to cruise on the 
trail and make the checks and let the 
special: test scores determine ‘the 
outcome. That’s what it’s all about.” 

In the five special test sections on 
day one Hough, Hawkins, Cun- 
ningham and Roeseler had collected 
the fastest times. Cunningham and 
Hawkins tied in one of the tests. 
However, it wasn’t until after finish- 
ing the day that Hawkins realized 
that he missed both the first and third 
grass track special test sections. 

“Someone asked me how I did in 
the grass track tests,” said Team 
Suzuki’s Hawkins. “I said, “What 
grass track?’ Apparently I overshot 
the turn-off into the test and got back 
on the trail immediately following 
the test.” 

Defending National Enduro 
Champion Hawkins was penalized 
for his mistakes by being hit with 
double the points of the rider(s) who 
had the slowest time in each of the 
two tests . 

Former ISDE gold medalist Cha- 
rles Halcomb dropped out early in 
the day after trying to make up time 
on the trial, which resulted in a crash 
when he overshot a turn that he 
couldn’t see because of the dust. 

“I had to fix my throttle that was 
sticking, which made me late,” said 
Halcomb. “I was catching back up 
when I crashed. I reinjured my wrist 





that I broke at the Michigan Qua- 
lifier. I shouldn’t have even tried 
riding here.” 

Russell also crashed late in the day 
and bent his Yamaha’s front brake 
disc, which hurt his performance in 
the last grass track test. 

Just before impounding his KX at 
the end of the day, Hough had to 
replace a bigger KDX200 gas tank 
that he was using, which started 
leaking when it melted from coming 
in contact with the exhaust pipe. 

After tallying the day’s points, 
Cunningham had the lowest score to 
take the overall lead with 2605 
points. Next was Bertram with 2777, 
followed by Roeseler 2887, Fredette 
2916 and Kadlec 2923. 

The beginning of day two saw 
Hough’s KX refuse to start. His bike 
had lost coolant on day one, result- 
ing in a warped cylinder head and 
no compression. .Later that day he 
repaired his bike and reimpounded 
it, so he could ride days three and 
four, although this put him out of 
contention for an overall score in 
Idaho. In this year’s series, each day 
counts towards qualifying, not the 
rider’s overall finish. The rider’s best 
seven days out of a total 10 days in 
the series are counted. 

All the riders expected slower 
speed averages on day two but, 
instead, were greeted with just the 
opposite at checks two, three and 
four. Cunningham arrived at check 
two four minutes late, dropped one 
minute at check three and arrived at 
check four about 15 minutes late. 
Although he had some of the best 
scores at these checks, he was furious 
with the too fast schedule and the 
choking dust on the trail. 

“This is ridiculous, someone is 
going to get hurt!” Cunningham 
told the workers at check four. 

But the club already knew of the 
problem and tried adding 10 minutes 
to the day’s schedule immediately 
after the check to alleviate. the 
problem. It didn’t work. Eventually, 
all of the checks after check four were 
turned into observation checks and 
the riders could ride at their own 
leisure for the rest of the day. Plus, 
checks three and four were thrown 
out. 

But check two was left in and that’s 
where most of the day’s points were 
accumulated. Cunningham was four 
minutes late to check two, dropping 
240 points, as were Bertram, Fredette, 
Hawkins, Roeseler, Russell and 
many of the top contenders. Some 
of the slower riders were up to 10 
minutes late. 

Again, the four special tests (one 
test was thrown out due to scoring 
errors) were dominated by Cun- 
ningham, Bertram, Hawkins, 
Fredette, Roeseler, Kadlec and 
Russell. 

By day three, the trail pace had 
been readjusted and none of the 
riders were late to the checks because 
of the speed average. 

“You could cruise at a moderate 
pace and still make it to the checks 
about 14 minutes early,” said Cun- 
ningham. “It was a lot better.” 

Special test performances, for the 
first time in the event, were crucial 
on day three. In the first grass track 
special test, Bertram claimed the 
fastest time at 179 seconds, followed 
by Cunningham (181), Russell and 
Team Green’s Danny LaPorte (182), 
Hawkins, Fredette and Kadlec (184), 
Yamaha rider Joe Zierman (185), 
Honda four-stroke riders Todd Har- 
ris and Jimmy Lewis (188), and Open 
class Kawasaki-mounted Robert 
Neeley (189). 

Roeseler was knocked out of the 
event when he crashed in the first 
special test of the day. His rear wheel 
hit a rock that was hidden in a bush, 
causing him to endo. He eventually 











got up and walked to the ambulance, 
where he was taken to the hospital 
with three cracked vertabrae, torn 
ligaments in his ribs and a broken 
thumb. 

In the next four special tests, 
Hawkins aced three of the tests, while 
Bertram topped one. 

At the end of the third day, 
Cunningham held a comfortable 
lead over Bertram, Fredette, Kadlec 
and Russell. 

A single 50-mile loop with one 
terrain test challenged the riders 
before the final MX special test on 
day four, where Bertram, once again, 
had the fastest time with a 453. Next 
fastest was Kadlec with a 455, while 
Russell was third fastest with a 459. 

Heading into the final MX special 
test, Cunningham held a comforta- 
ble lead over Bertram and Fredette. 
Cunningham and the rest of the 
125cc class were the first to challenge 
the four-lap hilly and wooded MX 
course. 

Cunningham rocketed his KX125 
into the lead and was never chal- 
lenged, while Fredette came from last 
place to third, despite the dusty 
conditions. 

In the first 250cc moto, Hawkins 
blew everybody away, while Hough 
did the same in the second 250cc 
moto. Hough’s time would be the 
fastest of the day. 

The Open moto featured many 
hotshoes including former 250cc MX 
World Champion Danny LaPorte, 
Bertram, Kadlec and Kawasaki riders 
John Nielsen and Neeley. At the start 
it was Neeley who shot into the lead, 
while LaPorte quickly found his way 
into second. But Neeley had already 
opened up a sizeable lead, as LaPorte 
had to deal with the dust kicked up 
by Neeley. LaPorte slowly closed the 
gap but ran out of time and Neeley 
scored the win. 

Honda-mounted Brian Mull took 
the early lead in the combined 
Lightweight/Heavyweight Four- 
Stroke and Open (two-stroke) moto, 
but lost the top spot to KTM- 
mounted Bob Bean at the halfway 
point. Bean took the win followed 
by Mull (L/W 4-STRK) and Gary 
Hazel (H/W 4-STRK). 

Cunningham's total points came 
to 6748, while Bertram had the next 
lowest at 6918. 

Second in the 125cc class went to 
Fredette who was followed by Kelly 
Pepper and Donnie Simone. Simone 
almost didn’t get a complete finish 
when he broke a rear shock mount

on his KX near the end of the third 
day. On Monday morning, 10 min- 
utes before the start, Simone welded 
his KX back to health. 

Russell breezed to the 250cc class 
win over Yamaha rider Joe Zierman, 
both riders earning gold medals, as 
did Hawkins who finished third in 
the class, just a few points ahead of 
Yamaha’s Grant Palenske. 

Bertram’s win in the Open class 
came at the expense of Kadlec, who 
finished second with a gold medal. 
Also going home with a gold medal 
in the class was LaPorte in third, 
finishing just ahead of Nielsen. 

In the Lightweight Four-Stroke 
class, southern California’s Jimmy 
Lewis took the win over Mull and 
Scott Drafs, while Honda XR600- 
mounted Gary Hazel topped the 
Heavyweights over ATK pilot Mike 
Dougherty. e

Hyper-Cycle starts last, 
wins at Brainerd

Defending National Champions Hyper- 
Cycle came from behind to win the three- 
hour AMA/CCS EBC Brakes Endurance 
Challenge held at Brainerd International 


Raceway. After stalling on the 
starting line, riders James 
Domay and Jeff Farmer played 
catch-up, finally taking first 
place late in the race when leaders 
Team Motor Sport had to make an 
unscheduled pit stop. 

Motor Sport’s Richard Arnaiz and 
Phil Kress came back to finish a 
disappointing second, followed by 
regular WERA endurance series 





competitors Team Suzuki Endu- 
rance with riders Paul Bray and Mike 
Smith. Current AMA/CCS series 
points leaders Dutchman Racing’s 
Dale Quarterley and Steve Crevier 
finished fourth after suffering 
through a multitude of problems. 
After a half hour delay to clean 
up oil dumped on the track during 
the day's earlier sprint races, Carry 
Andrew's EBC/Shoei/Yoshimura/ 
Motul/Performance Machine/

Michelin/Bates/Sudco/REC/Cos- 
worth/Barnett/RK Chain/AirTech/ 
Kal-Gard/Zero Gravity/Sprocket 
Specialties/Yuasa/Van Nuys 
Suzuki-sponsored Hyper-Cycle 
Suzuki GSXR1100 took the pole 
position. This évent was the team’s 
first race with what will be their 
regular lineup for the rest of the 
season — Domay and Farmer in the 
saddle, and Andrew behind the pit 
wall serving as team captain. 
Although the casual appearance. of 
the Hyper-Cycle team looked almost 
amateurish compared to the uni- 
forms, radios, and elaborate pit areas 
of some of the other teams, there was 
nothing amaterish about the riding 
of Domay and Farmer. 

The Hyper-Cycle Suzuki 
GSXR1100 is relatively conservative, 
and as a result they were one of the 
few teams able to finish the race 
without changing their rear 
Michelin radial tire (most GTO 
teams required a rear tire change). 
Their usual quick pit stops helped 
their cause. 

Not so fortunate was the Keystone 
Racing machine, a 1200cc Suzuki 
GSXR in a GSXR750 frame. After 
starting from the second row and 
leading the early stages of the race, 
problems began to surface. Ricky 
Orlando brought the bike into the 
pits complaining of mechanical 
noises, and a quick lookover revealed 
that the engine oil was a quart-and- 
a-half low. A few laps after that pit 
stop, one of the rods decided to take 
a peek at the track, punching a hole 
in the crankcases in the process. 
Luckily, the bike dumped its oil in 
the dirt outside of turn nine, which 
by this hour had become almost 
blind because of the late afternoon 
sun (the race started at 4:00 p.m.). 

Team Motor Sport, riding the 
Yamaha Motor Co./Michelin/Bel- 
Ray/Kerker/Fox/EBC-sponsored 
FZR1000, was a possible overall 
winner until un unscheduled stop for 
a new battery ate up enough time 
to put them firmly in second. Most 
of the front-runners run total-loss 
electrics and can finish a race on one 
battery. The Yamaha, however, uses 
an electric fuel pump, which put an 
additional drain on the battery. 

Former multi-time WERA Endu- 
rance Champions Team Suzuki 
Endurance turned up for this AMA/ 
CCS event to try out some new 
modifications to their bikes without 
risking the loss of valuable WERA 
series points. Although they finished 
third overall (losing time because 
their rear Dunlop faded earlier than 
expected and because of a faulty 
reserve system in the gas tank), a 
spokesman for the team said they 
were very happy with the results. 





Their pit stops were the standard of 
efficiency — refueling, changing rear 
tires and swapping riders in 18 ` 
seconds. 

Current AMA/CCS number two 
plate holder, Arai/Fox/Sudco/ 
Michelin/Mikuni/PBI/Tsubaki/ 
EBC/ND/ Penzoil/FBF-sponsored 
Dutchman Racing, had two bikes 
entered. One was the primary 
machine ridden by Crevier and 
Quarterly, who finished fourth 
overall due to a combination of 
Crevier’s slower lap times (1:50s-plus 
compared to Quarterley’s late-race 
1:47s) and the bike’s mechanical ills. 
A rear Michelin tire that was some- 
how mounted backwards on the rim 
combined with a broken steering 
damper mount made the bike diffi- 
cult to ride, and Crevier’s sideways 
heroics had track announcers 
Richard Chambers and Chris Carter 
in awe. 

The second Dutchman entry 
(appropriately named Dutchman 
Racing II), ridden by Kevin Rentzell 
and Tom Kipp, was entered to help 
keep the other competitors back in 
the pack. Kipp crashed, however, and 
Rentzell walked out to turn 10/to 
retrieve the bike. The shift lever had 
sheared off, and Team Captain Dave 
Schlosser decided not to repair the 
machine, saying that there was no 
way it could finish the race in the 
money after losing a few laps. 

Fifth place went to the cobby- 
looking, but potent 1100cc Suzuki of 
Johnson & Wood,-a southern Cali- 
fornia motorcycle salvage shop. 
Riders Lee Shierts and Nick Ienatsch 
were in the hunt all day, despite one 
slightly long stop to reattach their 
loose tailpiece with duct tape. They 
were also able to complete the race 
on just one set of Michelin tires. 

GTU action saw Florida-based 
Team Toomer take their first 
endurance race win, as well as an 
impressive eighth overall on the 
blindingly fast Brainerd circuit. 
Riders Glen Barry and Jon Roberts, 
riding the Bill Toomer/Avon/Kal- 
Gard/Mark’s Plumbing-sponsored 
Yamaha FZR600, took an early lead 
in the GTU class and kept it till the 
end, in the process taking the GTU 
points lead. Previous point leaders 
Moore Racing (formerly Longevity 
Moore) finished in seventh place 
today on their Honda CBR600. 

Roswell Honda’s Cam Roos and 
Stephen Mathews finished second on 
their Yamaha FZR600, with 88 GTU 
champ Roos turning 1:50 lap times, 
as fast as some of the 750cc 
superbikes. 

Third place in GTU went to Team 
RADD ona Yamaha. Team Just For 
Fun ran up front early, but low-sided 
their Yamaha, breaking bodywork 
and a right engine cover. The time 
lost to repairs relegated them to 12th 
place. ®

Healey tried to follow Parker up 
through the field, but a flat tire 
knocked him ‘out of the race at the 
halfway point. 

Parker finally caught Puzar with 
three laps to go, the two banged bars 
as they battled for the lead and Parker 
came away from it with a broken 
shift lever. Puzar got away for the 
win while Parker was forced to settle 
for second. Moore held second for the 
first half of the moto but was pushed 
back when Parker went by, but hung 
on to third over Yves Demaria, who 
had won a battle for fourth with 
Massimo Contini. 


Puzar led the start of the second 
moto for two laps before Parker took 
the lead from him then pulled away 
for the win. After threatening to “kill 
the field,” Healey managed a third 
in the moto over Andrea Bartolini, 
and Moore rounded out the top five. 

Czech rider- Petr Kovar held off 
Contini in a battle for sixth early in 
the moto.

Van der Ven conquers 
Swedish GP 


HUSKVARNA, SWEDEN, JUNE 4 
KTM’s Kees Van der Ven 
capped off a successful tour 
through Scandinavia with the 
overall win at the Swedish GP 


in Huskvarna, one week after he won 
a moto and placed third overall in 
Finland. Van der Ven’s 1-2 score in 
Sweden gave him the overall ahead 
of KTM teammate Jacky Martens, 
while Georges Jobe took third 
overall. 

Local rider Stefan Larsson got the 
holeshot in the first moto, but started 
to fade after just two laps. Jeff Leisk 
then took up the lead where he stayed 
for 15 minutes of the 40 minute plus 
two-lap moto before pressure from 
Jobe and Van der Ven, who had been 
on his tail the entire distance, caused 
him to go off the track. Leisk hurt 
his right hand in the resulting crash, 
but rejoined the action and eventu- 





ally finished 12th. 
Jobe stayed out front until just 
past the halfway mark when Hol-

land’s Van der Ven, comfortable in 
the sandy conditions, got by and was 
in front to the finish.

Darland handed 
Prescott 100 win

PRESCOTT, AZ, MAY 28 

Perfect weather conditions, a challenging 
course and a record rider turnout combined 
to make the 12th Annual Prescott Mountain 
100 the best attended and most exciting 
American Desert Racing Association event 
run so far this year. There was also plenty 
of drama as Garth Sweetland caught and 
passed KTM-mounted Jeff Darland late in the 
third lap of the 93-mile race to win by one 
minute and 21 seconds, except that Sweetland 
came to the last check point without a spark 
arrestor.

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Garth Sweetland was knocked 
back to second in the Prescott 
100 when he finished without a 
spark arrestor. 





on the three-mile course and when the dust 
had cleared ‘Flyin’ ” Mike Shivers had scored 
another Mini Amateur win. But Shivers had 
another challenge waiting for him at the 
finish line in the form of a tech inspection 
and tear down. Shiver’s dominance of the Mini 
Amateur class has been so complete this year 
that his competitors felt his KX80 must be 
displacing at least 105cc, but he was found 
to be legal. 

Shiver’s legal KX wasn’t the only amazing 
thing about the Mini race.

CR500. After the first lap it looked like just 
another Darland benefit with a 1.5 minute lead 
over Sweetland but Sweetland picked up the 
pace on the second lap and closed that gap 
to eight seconds. 

On the third and final lap, Sweetland 
caught Darland in the sandwash and motored 
past to take the win by 1:21 seconds. Unfor- 
tunately, Sweetland’s spark arrestor was gone 
and after several explanations from Swee- 
tland’s crew, ADRA president Phil Auern- 
heimmer decided to let the competition board 
decide the matter. 

Darland ended up the winner and at the 
finish line was quick to thank his sponsors 
Dirt Unlimited/Yoko/Bell/Renthal Maxim 
Powers/Trick Gas. 

Third overall went to Mark Miller aboard 
a KTM. Miller averaged 28.35 mph. 

Fourth overall and first Senior Expert was 
Tim Leehe in one of his best races this year, 
and The Dirt Unlimited/Duralube/Team 
DGI/Zippers-backed KTM 500 rider was well 
pleased with his finish.

Dirt Track Series: Round 4 





Carr sails to 
Peoria TT win

Defending 600 National Champion Chris 
Carr repeated last year’s win at the 3rd 
Annual Busch Heritage National TT at the 
Peoria M.C. clubgrounds and moved into 


the nine-race series point 
standings lead as well. 

Since winning his first 
Grand National Champion- 
ship Series race at Peoria in 1986, 
Carr has said that the historic TT 
track is his favorite. “I dream about 
Peoria at least once a week,” said the 
Harley-Davidson factory rider after 
he totally dominated the race. 

Junior class rider Andy Tresser 
inherited second when Gardner 
Racing teammates Steve Aseltine, 
who led the point standings coming 
into today’s round, and Steve Eklund 
both faltered. It capped a very 
successful Sunday for Tresser; he had 
won the Junior National earlier in 
the day. “I love it! I like it!” an elated 
Tresser said about his performance 
and the Peoria track in winner’s 
circle. 

Aaron Hill came out on top of a 
race-long battle for third with Mary- 





land’s Rodney Farris to make it a 1- 
2-3 California sweep. “Everything 
went real smooth,” said Hill. “My 
mechanics told me if I stayed con- 
sistent, I would get up here and by 
golly, I did.” 


Time Trials 

With only 38 riders signing up for 
the 600 National, that assured eve- 
ryone would make the program that 
is designed for 48 competitors. 

After the first practice session, it 
was apparent that only an unfore- 
seen problem would beat Carr and 
he started backing that thought up 
with the day’s quickest lap; a 26.355- 
second one. “Kenny Tolbert and 
Sammy Sweet have been doing a 
good job all year long on both my 
750 and 600,” said Carr after posting 
fast time on his Arai/Hap Jones/ 
Tsubaki/Takai/Alpinestars/ 
Sunoco Racing Fuels/Works Perfor- 
mance/White Bros-sponsored Har- 








ley. Although Carr was almost a 
second off his own track record 
(25.574, wet last year), he was more 
than half a second faster than Hill, 
who posted the second fastest lap in 
time trials at 26.903. 

Charlie Orr, with a 26.918, and 
Aseltine, with a 26.926, earned the 
remaining two heat race pole posi- 
tions. Eklund and Tresser were the 
only other riders in the 26-second 
bracket at 26.955 and 26.969, 
respectively. 


Heats 

Carr’s only setback of the day 
occurred when he and Rich King were 
sent to the penalty line after the first 
attempt to start heat race number 
one. When the race did get the 
official green light, it was Carr in 
front and pulling away by the second 
lap of the 10-lap race. Each heat 
would advance the top three finishers 
directly to the National final. 

With Carr sailing off Peoria’s 
legendary jump in spectacular 
fashion and lengthening his lead 
there and elsewhere on the track, 
Will Davis, Erik Graybeal and King 
were battling over second. King 

. dropped out with mechanical prob- 
lems and Graybeal took over second 
for good as Davis faded into a battle 
with Troy Norris for third. Davis 
held off Norris to take the last 
transfer. 

Carr’s winning time would turn 
out to be more than two seconds 
faster than the next fastest heat. 

Heat race number two belonged to 
Hill and his Arai/Castrol/Kal- 
Gard/Tsubaki-backed Harley. A 
classic battle for second developed 
between Scott Adams and Junior 
Kris Kiser. Lap after lap Kiser would 
dive low into turn one, only to have 
Adams drop down and exit turn two 
with the advantage. Kiser finally 
took over the the runner-up spot for 
good on the last lap and the finishing 
order was Hill, Kiser and Adams. 

The third heat race was a real barn- 





burner with Farris, Tresser and Orr 
providing the fire as they fought for 
the win. Each took a turn running 
out front, but it was J&M Racing/ 
Arlington Honda/Low Bucks Rac- 
ing/Shoei-sponsored Orr and his 
Harley in front at the checkered flag 
with Tresser edging Farris for 
second. 

The final heat featured a dice 
between Gardner Racing teammates 
Aseltine and Eklund. Canadian

After the halfway point the 
four-rider dice was narrowed down 
to Mertens and King with King 
holding on for the win on his Sexton 
Racing/Shoei/Weber’s Cycle-spon- 
sored Honda. 

Fisher quickly took command of 
the second semi and went on to. win 
on his Dave Bird/Shoei/Maxima/ 
Hogwash/Jim Davis-backed Wood- 
Rotax. Mark Gruber worked past 
Shane Jolly to take over second and 
although he closed on Fisher he had 
to settle for second and faced the Last 
Chance Qualifier. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

With only the winner of the 10- 
lap LCQ advancing to the National, 
getting in front and staying there was 
the name of the game. Larry Pegram, 
who had finished third in the second 
semi got in front but he didn’t stay 
there as first Norris and then Mertens 
dropped him back. Mertens then set 
his sights on Norris and just past the 
halfway point he flew his Gary 
Davis/Belleville Honda/Shoei/ 
Stump Insurance/M&M Racing/ 
Oury/Diamond/Kal-Gard/Belle- 
ville Enduro Team-sponsored Har- 
ley into the lead over the jump. 
Mertens stayed in front to the check- 
ered flag with Norris finishing a 
lonely and disappointing second.

Two 12-man heats advanced the 
top six from each to the Junior 
National final.

Hale led lap one of the Junior 
National but Kiser took over the 
point position on the second lap.

At the halfway mark, Carr held a 
lead the length of the front straight 
over Eklund, who was running alone 
after having pulled away from 
Tresser. Hill and Farris were still 
locked together, fighting over fourth, 
with Kiser, Davis and Mertens bat- 
tling for sixth. 

As most of the field was struggling 
just to finish, Carr lengthened his 
lead. Then Eklund’s Harley all but 
gave up the fight and he limped 
around, dropping to ninth at the 
checkered flag. 

Carr romped across the line with 
Tresser a lonely second. The battle 
between Hill and Farris for third saw 
Hill take the spot as Farris’ bid just 
fell short and he had to settle for 





fourth, ahead of Mertens who 
worked his way past Kiser for fifth 
with two laps left. 


“T was extremely happy with the 
way things went,” said Carr. ‘‘Unfor- 
tunately, both Eklund and Aseltine 
had trouble. It would have been nice 
to see those guys running up there.” 
The Californian concluded with, “I 
think you've got to ride a Harley to 
win Peoria.” ə

The seventh and final round of the CMC- 
sponsored Gold Star Series, held at Albany 
Supercross, saw Lance Smail aboard a Suzuki 
and Kawasaki riders Gary Beyer and Frank 
McKuhn posting Pro class wins. 

The action was hot-and-heavy in the 125cc

Beyer, 
however, had tough competition from 
Simmet, Brett DeVries and Spalding in the 
first contest which Beyer won. 

The second moto had DeVries taking the 
lead but less than a lap later Beyer was in 
control. Simmet was a no-show in the moto 
and made things much easier for Beyer, who 
broke away from early traffic to take the win.

Team Kawasaki's Mike Brown and Yamaha 
Support rider Eric McClear shone brightest 
at the 5th Annual Team Green Spring 
Nationals at High Point Raceway.
